OPEN SPACES 


The trend to ranch-style homes 
and the removal of families from 
congested city areas to suburban 
communities have led to other de- 
velopments in the open spaces. Su- 
burban and even rural shopping 
areas have become so important that 
many metropolitande partment 
stores have branches in those places. 
While most of these shopping centers 
cover large areas only with pavement 
for parking, some of them are plant- 
ed here and there with trees, garden 
spots and other restful mementos of 
nature. 

In the same trend, physicians have 
moved from areas where parking 
problems are acute and have gath- 
ered in small groups in so-called 
medical centers away from the con- 
gested areas. There are no fewer 
than 30 of these small medical cen- 
ters in the suburban areas of Chi- 
cago, a development of only a few 
years. Most of these have well- 
planted grounds, with evergreens, 
shrubs and trees. 

In the east it is reported that 
landscaped waiting rooms feature 
physicians’ and dentists’ offices in 
residential areas. The plants lessen 
the institutional look and have a 
psychological effect in making a long 
wait to see the doctor seem less grim. 
Pediatricians provide special fenced- 
in playgrounds for young visitors, it 
is reported. 

As the increase in population re- 
quires more schools, these are built 
in suburban areas and are likely to 
be of one story, instead of three as 
in the city. Open space is plentiful 
for playgrounds and landscape plant- 
ing. Sheltered play areas are pro- 
vided by overhanging roofs, with 
open-air skylights over areas planted 
with grass and trees. 

In all these the nurseryman has a 
part, and each should be on the 
alert for such prospective building 
developments in his locality so that 
he can make suggestions for plant- 





ing the open spaces, to relieve the 


big areas of stone and pavement that 
a few such projects present. 





PREVENTION OF LITTER 


The prevention of litter has be- 
come a movement not confined to 
some of our larger cities and the 
waysides of some states, but it has 
become a project of a national pub- 
lic service organization called Keep 
America Beautiful, Inc. On_ its 
board of directors and board of 
trustees are the heads of some of 
the biggest industrial and banking 
institutions in the country, and on 
its national advisory council are 
many organizations, ranging from 
those of fire and police chiefs to re- 
ligious bodies of various types. 

Civic bodies, recreation groups, 
government agencies and the like 
are also represented. On the steer- 
ing committee is the executive sec- 
retary of the American Institute of 
Park Executives. 

Nurserymen should know about 
this organization and give it or the 
local movement for the prevention 
of litter every support. Of course 
the nurseryman is already doing 
what he can to make America beau- 
tiful, and he should be concerned 
likewise with the project to keep 
America beautiful.

LOOSE PRACTICES 

Surprisingly, a considerable num. 
ber of small business operators, ip. 
cluding nurserymen, who _haye 
ample funds in the bank and are free 
of debt fail to achieve a good rating 
with their creditors because of their 
irregularity in the payment of bills 

When they are busy, they drop 
the incoming bills on the desk or 
stuff them in a pigeonhole, and be. 
fore they come t light again, one or 
more reminders have come concern- 
ing the unpaid amount. The debtor 
knows there is no question about 
payment, but the creditor does not 
Both would be on better business 
relations if the debtor would make a 
practice of paying bills on a certain 
day of the month, if he is too busy 
to pay them upon receipt. 

Rush periods also are responsible 
for the small businessman’s inclina- 
tion to be rather easy going in the 
matter of answering correspondence, 
keeping appointments and replying 
to telephone inquiries. Any of these, 
he thinks, can be put off to a rainy 
day or some other occasion when 
there is more leisure. Of course, the 
day does not come soon, or there is 
something important to do then, and 
the deferred matters pile up. 

Yet payment of bills, keeping of 
appointments and answering of in- 
quiries, especially from customers or 
prospects, are important in building 
and maintaining the good will of a 
business. The explanation that one 
is too busy at the moment is scarce- 
ly valid, for these matters are a 
necessary part of one’s business, just 
as delivering merchandise or filling 
orders or whatever is the principal 
operation. Many small businessmen 
attribute to ill fortune the difficul- 
ties that arise merely because of their 
loose practices, or a _ reputation 
which they themselves think they do 
not deserve, because they ultimately 
pay their bills and ultimately re- 
spond to inquiries, just as they de- 
liver good merchandise and give 
good service. 

At the outset 
would be a good time to cue one- 
self of these loose practices, for the 
effect on one’s reputation would be 
gratifying indeed.

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Eastern Nurserymen’s Convention 


Record Attendance Sees Group Incorporate and Accept Charter Members 


An attendance record of over 400 
was set at the annual convention of 
eastern nurserymen held January 6 to 
8. at the Hotel Roosevelt, New York, 
nN. Y. The 1958 gathering marked 
the last convention of the group as 
such, for a new organization was 
formed, which will be called Eastern 
Regional Nurserymen’s Association, 
Inc. Membership in the new asso- 
ciation was accepted at the eastern 
nurserymen’s convention, with those 
applying becoming charter members. 
The stipulation for active member- 
ship in the new group was that the 
nurseryman be a member of either 
the American Association of Nursery- 
men or a state organization in the 
eastern region. Participating mem- 
bership is granted to various nursery- 
men’s groups in the eastern region, 
and associate membership to sup- 
pliers to the nursery trade. 

Elected president of the new asso- 
ciation was Willard Bond, Wyman’s 
Garden Centers, Inc., Framingham, 
Mass.: Louis Weinstock, Poundridge 
Nurseries, Inc., Pound Ridge, N. Y., 
was chosen vice-president, and Mrs. 
Marie Enberg, Rosedale Nurseries, 
Inc., was elected secretary-treasurer. 
Serving as directors will be Valleau 
Curtis, Curtis Nurseries, Inc., Calli- 
coon, N. Y., and Arthur Copenhaver, 
Copenhaver Nurseries, Mechanics- 
burg, Pa. Officers of the new group 
are required to be A. A. N. members 
and a member of a state nursery- 
men’s association. 

Three Groups Convene 

The 3-day convention included a 
meeting of the New York State Nurs- 
erymen’s Association, general meet- 
ings of region I of the A. A. N. and 
a gathering of the National Land- 
scape Nurserymen’s Association. The 
programs of each were scattered with 
instructive talks and _ informative 
panel discussions. At a luncheon 
Wednesday afternoon, January 8, in- 
dustrial landscaping awards were 
presented to several eastern industrial 
companies and the nurseries and 
landscape architects which they em- 
ployed. 

The convention was officially 
called to order Monday afternoon, 
January 6, by Willard Bond, who 
turned the meeting over to the New 
York State Nurserymen’s Association 
to conduct its program. A summary 
of the talks are presented on the fol- 
lowing page of this issue. 

The annual reception was held 


Monday evening, when cocktails and 
hors d’oeuvres were served and com- 
plimentary flowers provided for the 
ladies. Tuesday morning, the general 
meeting of region I, A. A. N., was 
called to order. Kenneth J. Vogt, 
Dayton, O., legal adviser, described 
the new convention organization. He 
related that a year ago he and a com- 
mittee from the eastern nurserymen’s 
convention were asked to investigate 
the feasibility of incorporating the 
group, the main reason being to re- 
move the liability of the various indi- 
viduals handling the convention. The 
articles of incorporation were ap- 
proved December 13, 1957, he ad- 
vised, and the bylaws and other legal 
details were to be completed by the 
close of the convention. 

Speaking on “What Your National 
Association Is Doing for You,” John 
Fraser III, Huntsville Wholesale 
Nurseries, Inc., Huntsville, Ala., 
A. A. N. president, reviewed activi- 
ties of the organization. Attempts to 
extend coverage of the wage and 
hour act are being opposed, he said, 
and a ruling on the tax treatment of 
lining-out stock will soon be issued. 
After calling attention to the report 
service of the A. A. N. and the special 
counsel employed for advice on the 
fair trade practice rules, Mr. Fraser 
gave the dates of the 1958 A. A. N. 
convention at Dallas, Tex., as July 
19 to 24, with the Statler-Hilton hotel 
as headquarters. 

Reviewing the regional research 


program of the A. A. N., Richard M. 


Wyman, Jr., Wyman’s Garden Cen- 
ters, Inc., Framingham, related that 
the program was initiated approxi- 
mately a year ago under the direction 
of George Rose, Henry Field Seed & 
Nursery Co., Shenandoah, Ia. The 
purpose, he added, is to initiate new 
research and compile an annual re- 
port of all research projects being 
carried on in the country. The work, 
said Mr. Wyman, will be done on a 
regional basis and, he announced, 
William Flemer III, Princeton Nurs- 
eries, Princeton, N. J., has been asked 
to take the job of regional chairman. 
Each state, he said, will have a repre- 
sentative who will compile the data 
on research being conducted in the 
state each year. A report will then 
be presented at a state convention 


New Research Projects 


Research projects recently initiated 
are work on dwarfing root under- 
stocks, at Cornell University, Ithaca, 
N. Y.; container stock, at Ohio State 
University, Columbus, O., and ware- 
house refrigeration of nursery stock, 
at Iowa State College, Ames, Ia. 

Presenting the regional viewpoint 
was Valleau Curtis, A. A. N. direc- 
tor of region I. He believes that 
small landscape firms are not aware 
of what benefits they will gain from 
the proposed national highway pro- 
gram. There will be many small ap- 
proaches to the main throughways in 
towns and cities that will require 
their attention. Mr. Curtis believes

New York Association 


Opens Eastern Meeting 


The opening day of the eastern 
nurserymen’s convention, January 6, 
at the Hotel Roosevelt, New York, 
N. Y., was devoted to a meeting of 
the New York State Nurserymen’s 
Association. Welcoming the group, 
Willard Bond, Wyman’s Garden 
Centers, Inc., Framingham, Mass.., 
stated that even though the eastern 
region had its worst drought in 25 
vears in 1957, it had good autumn 
rainfall, which should pay dividends 
in the spring of 1958. He next pre- 
sented Louis Weinstock, Poundridge 
Nurseries, Pound Ridge, president of 
the state association, who reviewed 
the year’s accomplishments and 
plans for the future of the state 
group. 

Mr. Weinstock related that close 
contact has been maintained during 
the past year with the division of 
plant industry in the department of 
agriculture and markets. A year ago 
an advisory committee was appoint- 
ed to work with the director of the 
division. This committee, as well as 
the educational, research and legis- 
lative committees, have cooperated 
with the division of plant industry 
in formulating a proposed nursery 
law, which will be sponsored by the 
association in the 1958 legislature. 

The state association lent its sup- 
port last spring to the department of 
agriculture in the spray program for 
the eradication of the gypsy moth 
on Long Island and in the south- 
eastern part of the state. At the 
meeting at New York in March, evi- 
dence was presented of a flagrant 
violation of the fair trade practice 
rules in connection with the sale of 
bench roses. This case is at present 
before the federal trade commission 
awaiting action. 

The New York group has made 
contributions from its funds to Cor- 
nell University, for research on nurs- 
ery problems; to the 4H Club, for 
a home landscaping award, and to 
the Liberty Hyde Bailey and the 
Kenneth Post foundations. Member- 
ship, stated Mr. Weinstock, grew 
from 264 to 314 last year. Several 
meetings were held with the land- 
scape architects’ committee on the 
proposed architects’ registration law 
to be certain that, if the law is 
passed, it will have no effect on 
business conducted by the nursery- 
men. 

The goal for 


association’s first 


1958 will be to work for passage in 
the state legislature of the proposed 
new nursery insect and plant dis- 
ease act. A watch will also be kept 
on all laws introduced into the legis- 
lature that pertain to the nursery 
business. Work will be done with the 
division of plant industry and with 
Cornell University on research on 
root-knot nematode problems, both 
in New York grown stock and in 
materials coming in from outside the 
State. 

Attention will be given to the 
Christmas Tree Growers’ Associa- 
tion and to the possibility of gaining 
new members from the group. If the 
growers become licensed nursery- 
men, they should be interested in the 
aims of the New York association, 
and the association will be interested 
in their problems, concluded Mr. 
Weinstock. 

In the absence of Edwin Kirk, 
director, bureau of plant industry, 
New York state department of agri- 
culture and markets, William Ozard, 


his assistant, read Mr. Kirk’s re- 
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port on the work of the bureau. Thy 
nursery industry in the state, he pp. 
lated, is second only to that in Cali. 
fornia. There are approximate) 
2,000 growers and 5,000 retailers 9 
nursery stock in New York. It is ay 
erroneous assumption that out-of. 
state nursery stock would be boy. 
cotted, emphasized Mr. Kirk, fo 
more stock is imported into the state 
than is grown therein. 

The chief problems faced by nurs. 
erymen in the state are increased 
costs of doing business and _ unor. 
thodox competition. It is through 
trade associations that the standards 
of the industry can be maintained 
Even though the New York associa. 
tion represents only one fifth of the 
growers of nursery stock in the state. 
the group commands much respect 
Mr. Kirk encouraged its expansion 
Referring to the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, Mr. Kirk said 
the nursery industry has one of the 
most potent organizations in the 
country.

York, N. Y., was well attended. 
John M. Eisler, Eisler Nurseries, 


Butler, Pa., presided and presented 
Allan Dalsimer, Landscape Associ- 
ates, Inc., Brookville, L. I, N. Y., 
past president of the N. L. N. A. 
Mr. Dalsimer stated that, while the 
aim of the organization is to promote 
the landscape nursery section of the 
industry, the N. L. N. A. is exchang- 
ing information and is working with 
the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen in order to coordinate its 
aims and viewpoints with those of 
the industry as a whole. 

The members of the N. L. N. A. 
should promote the nursery field, 
said Homer Dodge, Framingham 
Landscape Co., Framingham Cen- 
ter, Mass., chairman of the educa- 
tion committee. He related that he 
visited several colleges on the west 
coast during the past year and found 


that they had adequate training fa- 
cilities for landscape nurserymen but 
that there was a need for more 
young people to enter this type of 
work. 


Landscape Plant List 


Starting the formal program, Prof. 
Robert P. Meahl, head of the de- 
partment of ornamental horticul- 
ture, Pennsylvania State University, 
University Park, discussed “Plant 
Materials Adaptable for Landscape 
Use.” He distributed a list of ma- 
terials that should be grown by nurs- 
erymen. Most of this list was pub- 
lished in the April 15, 1957, issue of 
the American Nurseryman. Professor 
Meahl illustrated his comments on 
the plants listed with an excellent 
collection of colored slides, picturing 
various trees, shrubs, evergreens and 
ground covers. 

Completing the morning program 
was a talk by Dr. Paul C. Marth, 
growth regulator and antibiotic di- 
vision, United States Department of

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Country Fair Form Held in the East 


Container Stock, Office Management, Packaging and Hiring Help Discussed 


A highlight of the eastern nursery- 
men’s convention was the country 
fair forum, held January 7 in the 
Grand ballroom of the Hotel Roose- 
vel, New York, N. Y. Five concur- 
rent round-table discussion groups 
were led by experts in various phas- 
es of the business. 

Container Stock Panel 


An interested group of 50 nurs- 
erymen listened to Frank Turner, 
Berryhill Nursery Co., Springfield, 
O.. lead the discussion on container- 
grown stock. This type of growing, 
he related, offers the best possibility 
for industrialization; it also offers 
a tempting avenue for expansion. 

A question was raised whether 
container growing would lead to 
specialization, but it was generally 
agreed that small stock would be 
grown in containers and larger ma- 
terial field grown for balled and bur- 
lapped stock. 

One nurseryman stated that the 
planting of container stock would in- 
terfere with the field operations, but 
it was pointed out that some plant- 
ing in containers could be done out 
of season. Banded liners of pyracan- 
tha were planted in summer and 
grew well, it was related by a mem- 
ber of the audience. 

There are two different outlooks 
in growing container stock, pointed 
out Mr. Turner; one is to establish 
plants and sell them in 30, 60 or 90 
days, and the other is to plant 2- 
year-old stock and grow it to the 
size desired. 

A pennsylvania grower stated that 
he had abandoned growing in I- 
gallon containers and used mainly 
the 2-gallon size. 

In selecting a variety of plants to 
grow, Mr. Turner suggested that 20 
per cent of the planting be devoted 
to highly colored or novelty plants; 
another 20 per cent to natural sub- 
jects, such as cotoneaster; 40 per cent 
to standard evergreens, and 20 per 
cent to large-size material, such as 
crab apples, to be planted in egg 
cans. 

When planting forsythia, flower- 
ing almonds and the like, one needs 
started plants for planting in con- 
tainers, but with junipers and arbor- 
Vitae, rooted cuttings can be placed 
directly in the cans. 

A grower recommended a peat 
mulch in summer to prevent water 
from rushing through the cans. 
Good container plants suggested 


were pyracantha, cotoneaster, ma- 
honia (if you know how to grow it 
cydonia and euonymus. 

Mr. Turner related that he starts 
plants in containers with a broadcast 
feeding of Nitro-Form, one teaspoon 
to a can. One and one-half pounds 
of fertilizer is used for 400 1-gallon 
cans at 10-day intervals. He pointed 
out that in the north it is impos- 


sible to get the fertilizer on the 
plants early enough. 

The essentials for growing con- 
tainer stock are the following, said 


Mr. Turner: A ready-made area, 
with plumbing and drainage; an 
applicator for water, fertilizers and 
insecticides; a mixer and conveyor; 
a soil sterilizer, and a canning ma- 
chine. 

Office Management 


In moderating the discussion on 
“Office Management and Efficiency 
in Office Procedure,” Marie Enberg, 
Rosedale Nurseries, Inc., Hawthorne, 
N. Y., began by stating that she be- 
lieved this topic was one of the most 
overlooked phases of the nursery 
business. She offered for inspection 
by the group a book of sample forms 
pertaining to orders, billings, collec- 
tions, personnel and payroll records. 
Use of such material, she said, would 
save time and permit use of person- 
nel to better advantage. 

The first subject brought up when 
the discussion was opened was the 
matter of mailing lists—how to ac- 
quire names, how long to keep them 
and what method to use for retain- 
ing them. One nursery reported 
keeping the names for five years, 
another, three years. In some cases, 
only one mailing—the one requested 

—was made in response to an in- 
quiry; another nursery sent all mail- 
ings for one year after an inquiry. 
Envelopes were addressed either by 
an addressing machine or by use of 
gummed labels. “Dead wood” was 
removed from the lists once a year, 
while new names were added twice 
a year—during summer and winter. 
Sales slips were considered the best 
source of names. Purchased lists 
were not considered effective. 

The question of cost accounting 
arose, and it was felt there was a 
considerable need for this informa-

tion and for an inexpensive way to 
carry on such a study at one’s own 
nursery. It was indicated that the 
Massachusetts Nurserymen’s Associ- 
ation may bring out some valuable 
data in proposed research on the 
subject. It was felt that the project 
was rather expensive for individual 
effort and might be better handled 
by an association. 

The matter of collections was re- 
viewed. Although one nurseryman 
believed in picking up the telephone 
and requesting payment of a custo- 
mer if the bill was not paid in 30 
days, in general, it was felt a certain 
number of buyers will be delinquent 
but will pay in due course. It has 
been found that a series of collection 
letters, preceded by a personal col- 
lection letter, is most successful in 
bringing about payment. Postpaid 
return envelopes accompany the re- 
quest. Before the series of collection 
letters is started, the order, if a 
landscape job, is referred to the 
salesman for investigation. 

Slow collections introduced the 
subject of customer complaints, 
which inevitably lead to the topic of 
guarantees. 

Another subject of universal in- 
terest, though not on office manage- 
ment, was that of taking inventory.

Opening Session 

C. Warner Price, Towson Nurs- 
eries, Inc., president of the associa- 
tion, called the meeting to order, 
welcomed the nurserymen and ex- 
pressed his pleasure at the fine work 
of the committee in providing the 
program to follow. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that this was the 
24th annual meeting of the associa- 
tion. 

Reports of the secretary and treas- 
urer were read and approved. They 
revealed that the membership in the 
association totaled 197. Three mem- 
bers resigned during the year be- 
cause of retirement or going out of 
the nursery business. Only three 
nurserymen resigned from the asso- 
ciation in protest to the 1957 in- 
crease in annual dues to $15 per 
year. The association voted the sum 
of $750 to be used by the public re- 
lations committee to further the 
Maryland organization’s objectives. 

Dr. Jack B. Wilson, department 
of plant pathology, University of 
Maryland, College Park, discussed 
the Dutch elm disease, its diagnosis 
and control. Luckily, Dr. Wilson 
stated, the disease is not spreading 
so rapidly as did the chestnut blight. 
It is a wilt and as such is not likely 


to spread without the help of vec- 
tors. Normally, the fungus is carried 
to healthy trees by either the native 
elm bark beetle or the smaller Euro- 
native 
beetle tends to go to trees in a weak- 
ened condition, while the smaller Eu- 
attacks 
healthy trees as well. Another meth- 
od by which the fungus may spread 
is through natural grafts of the roots

Elm Disease Symptoms Told 


In order to combat 
tree owners must be able to identify 
it rapidly and take control measures 
immediately. There are two types 
of symptoms, Dr. Wilson pointed

out. The first is the chronic type, in 
which the leaves wilt at the top of 
the tree, cup and fall immaturely, 
or brown and remain hanging on the 
twigs. Trees showing these symp- 
toms may live for several years be- 
fore succumbing. The other, the 
acute type, occurs with a sudden 
wilting, yellowing or browning and 
immature dropping of the leaves in 
the summer. Trees thus affected will 
die within a year. The presence of 
insect galleries under the bark and 
discolorations in the sapwood or in 
the annual rings of the branches are 
fair indications that the fungus is 
present. The only positive test is one 
made in a laboratory. 

If the tree is caught in the early 
stages of infection, with only one or 


this disease, 
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two branches affected, these shou 
be cut out about two feet below th 
infection and burned. If the tree 
badly affected, it must be removed 
Stacked elm firewood is a dangeroy 
source of infection. Since the beetle 
emerge from their breeding place 
about May 1, old wood should 
burned prior to this time or com. 
pletely sprayed with an oil emulsioy 
or DDT, Dr. Wilson warned. 

Dr. Wilson also discussed the de. 
velopment and planting of varietie 
and species resistant to Dutch elm 
disease and phloem necrosis and 
touched briefly on the experimental 
work being carried out with injec. 
tions of chemicals into the trunk and 
applied to the soil about the trees, 

All elms should be kept in a 
healthy, vigorous growing condition 
All dead, dying and injured branches 
should be pruned and destroyed 
Elms require ample water during 
prolonged dry periods. Two pounds 
of 10-10-10 fertilizer or sodium 
nitrate per inch of trunk caliper has 
been found satisfactory for 
Massachusetts,

Quarantine Work 


Dr. George S. Langford, depar- 
ment of entomology, University of 
Maryland, College Park, the newly 
appointed state entomologist, dis. 
cussed regulatory and quarantine 
actions of interest to nurserymen 
The need for these regulations and 
the constant vigilance against the 
introduction of new pests is not diffi- 
cult for nurserymen to realize. Nor 
is it difficult to observe, Dr. Lang- 
ford noted, that most of the ser- 
ously injurious pests are not native 
Foreign countries, too, are equally 
worried about introducing some 
pests from this country, such as the 
San Jose scale. Regulatory work 
helps guarantee markets for nursery 
stock which might not be otherwis« 
acceptable in a different community 

Throughout the world, Dr. Lang- 
ford stated, people feel that stopping 
foreign pests at their place of origin 
is the simplest way to protect their 
agriculture. Regulatory work in- 
cludes port-of-entry inspection, de- 
signed to prevent the introduction 
of foreign pests; conducting of sur- 
veys to detect the incipient stage of 
a pest that has become established 
in a small or limited area, and co- 
operative eradication or control pro- 
grams involving pests confined to 
limited areas. In Maryland, the 
European chafer and the gypsy moth 
are threatening from the north, and 
the fire ant and the white-fringed 
beetle from the south.

President Smith opened the first 
session Monday, January 6, after 
registration, during which coffee and 
rolls were served as a complimentary 
breakfast in the meeting room. Or- 
ville Moffet gave the invocation. 
Reading of the minutes, reports of 
committees and appointment of com- 
mittee members were completed be- 
fore the recess for lunch. 

Tree and Plant Legends 

The first speaker of the afternoon 
was Dr. Peter W. Fletcher, profes- 
sor of forestry at the University of 
Missouri. Dr. Fletcher has had a 
long and outstanding career with 
conservation and forestry projects. 
His talk, entitled “Do Trees Influ- 
ence Your Life?”, was primarily 
concerned with the superstitions 
and legends regarding trees and 
plants throughout history. It was 
hoped that this material would stim- 
ulate new sales ideas. 

It was explained that trees and 
plants have always influenced man’s 
life and early man conceived super- 
stitions and myths about them be- 
cause he did not understand them. 
Early man found a great spiritual

refuge in the forest and glade. Some 
of the most famous intellectuals used 
the forest as a refuge. Henry Tho- 
reau, for instance, lived and medi- 
tated in the forest. 

Dr. Fletcher explained that the 
expression, knock on wood, stemmed 
from the ancient Druids, who used 
to tap on wood to appease their be- 
loved forest deities. The Druids re- 
garded the mistletoe as a sacred 
plant and cut it from the mighty 
oak with golden pruning hooks. 

The strength of the oak has im- 
pressed people and races about the 
world. Especially, it impressed the 
Goths, Visigoths, Huns and Romans. 
In fact, after the capture of Britain, 
the Romans cut down a great num- 
ber of the large oaks on the island 
to insult and subdue the captured 
peoples. The Nordic god Thor was 
thought to have loved the oak dear- 
ly, since he caressed it more fre- 
quently with his lightning than any 
other tree. The Hebron oak, asso- 
ciated with Abraham, of the Bible, 
is supposed to be over 6,000 years 
old at this time. 

Oak galls, also called oak apples, 
were mysterious to various peoples. 
Not only was a crude ink made from 
these oak galls, but as late as the 
reign of Elizabeth I of England 
these were used to foretell the fu- 
ture. If an oak apple was opened 
and a fly crawled out, it meant war 
was forthcoming. If an ant emerged, 
it foretold a good harvest and plenty 
of grain. The use of oak galls was 
mentioned many times in the dramas 
of Shakespeare. 

Oaks were associated with the his- 
tories of many countries, especially 
the United States. The Charter oak 
and Council oak are examples. 

The early Scandinavians believed

that the ash and the elm were the 
progenitors of the first man and the 
first woman. In Rome, aristocrats 
and wealthy rulers spent fabulous 
sums for tables made of curly ma- 
ple. In many countries, the oak and 
the walnut were believed to be mor- 
tal enemies. 

The yew tree was awesome and 
terrible to ancient men, since it 
grew in dark, damp places in the 
forest. The yew signified cold, silent 
death; hence, many bows, spears and 
other implements of death 
fashioned from its wood. 

The fir tree was a symbol of eter- 
nal life and, consequently, its popu- 
larity as a Christmas tree developed. 
The cedar tree was supposed to have 
been an omen of death, whereas the 
cedar of Lebanon was a symbol of 
state and ruling power. The palm 
tree was always considered a sym- 
bol of great reverence and respect. 
It has always been believed that the 
ark of the covenant was made of 
chittamwood. 


Turf Problems 


The next presentation, concerning 
turf problems, was given by Dr. 
Ray A. Keen, associate professor of 
horticulture, Kansas State College, 
Manhattan. Dr. Keen explained that 
most turf problems in the western 
area are created through improper 
care. 

The foundation of a good turf is 
good soil. This raw material is gen- 
erally not too good around new 
residential and industrial develop- 


were 
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ments. The preparation of the soil 
or seedbed is often done quickly and 
poorly, and it is much better to take 
time to plan a complete program of 
soil improvement prior to establish- 
ing a turf than to try to improve it 
after the grass is growing. 

One of the biggest troubles with 
lawns over all the country is that 
the wrong grass was planted at the 
wrong time. A great deal of the 
blame for out-of-season planting of 
grasses can be laid to the FHA in- 
spection system, since a lawn must 
be planted, whether the season is 
right or not. 

Management of turf, too, is im- 
portant in establishing a good lawn. 
Mismanagement of the lawn mower, 
fertilizer, water and traffic can easily 
result in great turf problems. The 
soil, or the foundation, of turf 
should be prepared with the thought 
that soils differ and each type will 
require a slightly different prepara- 
tion. Soil is the result of weather 
acting on bedrock and plants (or- 
ganic matter). In general, grass 
plants prefer a heavy rather than a 
light soil. This is not true of most 
other forms of nursery stock. 


Weed Control 

Weed control in turf appears to 
be the problem of greatest interest 
today. In soils where it can be used, 
lime seems to be the most effective 
material for the purpose. However, 
in the alkaline soils of the Great 
Plains, other chemical controls must 
be used. In general, chemical weed 
control is much cheaper and much 
less vexatious than hand weeding. 

Grass types to be planted will 
vary with the soil types and the cli- 
mate. Lawn grasses fall into two 
general classifications, warm-season 
grasses and cool-season grasses. Dr. 
Keen stated that the Great Plains 
area could be called the great crab 
grass belt, since often the climate is 
too cold for the warm-season grasses 
and too hot for the cool-season 
grasses. Examples of warm-season 
grasses were given as Bermuda, buf- 
falo and zoysia. No warm-season 
grass is in the least shade tolerant. 
Examples of cool-season grasses 
were bluegrass and fescue. The cool- 
season grasses have a tolerance for 
shade. 

The grasses native to the Great 
Plains are all warm-season . grasses, 
which gives a clue to the type best 
adapted to that area. Two of the 
better native grasses for the region 
are blue stem and buffalo. 

Generally speaking, bluegrass does 
best in an overgrazed pasture con- 
dition. Bluegrass must be sown very 
thinly, since one pound of bluegrass 


contains 2,500,000 seeds. When seeds 
are sown too thickly, damping-off 
kills large areas of the small seed- 
lings. 

Fescues and Bent Grasses 

The tall fescues, according to Dr. 
Keen, assume a secondary role in 
lawns. These are rugged grasses and 
will tolerate a great deal of misman- 
agement; however, they are bunch- 
type grasses and must be sown 
thinly. 

The bent grasses, redtop includ- 
ed, are not recommended for lawns 
in the Great Plains unless a great 
deal of correct management can be 
given. The use of these grasses is 
usually limited to golf greens and 
specialized commercial lawns. The 
new Berkshire grass, according to

Dr. Keen, is a creeping bent and is 
definitely not recommended in this 
area. 

There are many theories regard- 
ing mowing of lawns, and most of 
them are based on agronomy tests 
for hay for forage or the relation of 
root growth to top growth produc- 
tion. In good turf management, 
however, the best method appears to 
be to mow often, taking short pieces 
of the grass tops each time. This 
does not shock the plant and gives it 
a chance to produce good, deep 
roots. Improper use of the lawn mow- 
er is the quickest method known to- 
day for killing a lawn. 

In theory, water levels in the soil 
for grass should be kept just above 
the point where wilting would occur. 
However, in actual practice it is 
found that watering less often and 
quite deep is best. The sunlight test 
is the most effective method of de- 
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termining whether a turf plot need 
water or not. Grass viewed in th 
morning against the sun will show, 
translucent dark yellow green, Whep 
water is needed, however, the grag 
will appear to be gray-green, jp 
mottled patches. 
Lawn Feeding 


Good management of the fertilizer 
and its application can spell the dif. 
ference between poor and good turf 
Too often a set pattern is followed 
that does not conform to the needs 
of the turf. Fertilizer must be ap. 
plied at different times, depending 
on whether the grass is a warm or 
cool-season type. Turf can be killed 
or severely damaged by the lack of 
fertilizer, too much fertilizer or fer. 
tilizer applied at the wrong time of 
the year. 

Foot traffic and soil compaction 
comprise one of the major problems 
of turf management today. Aeration 
by machine is the simplest and most 
effective remedy for this condition. 

With the advent of new and im. 
proved insecticides and fungicides, 
disease and insect controls in turf 
have become less of a problem. Dr. 
Keen stated that many diseases 
could be climinated, however, by 
correct management and the encour- 
agement of a healthy turf. He also 
stated that the most disease-resistant 
grasses known today are Tiffgreen 
No. 328 Bermuda, Meyer Z-52 zoy- 
sia and U-3 Bermuda. On the other 
hand, meadow fescue is the most 
susceptible to disease. In good turf 
management, chemicals for disease 
control and insect control should be 
applied dry with fertilizer or another 
carrier. Spraying is effective, but is 
more costly, more time-consuming 
and, often, more dangerous. 

Steve Verhalen, Verhalen Nursery 
Co., Scottsville, Tex., opening the 
meeting the morning of January 7, 
invited all nurserymen, whether they 
were members or not of the Ameri- 

can Association of Nurserymen, to 
attend the coming A. A. N. conven- 
tion at Dallas, Tex. 
Lilacs and Crab Apples 


Dr. Donald Wyman, of the Arnold 
Arboretum, Jamaica Plain, Mass., 
presented a lecture, illustrated with 
colored slides, on “Lilacs and Flow- 
ering Crab Apples.” He stated that 
flowering crab apples are not among 
the best shrubs, but they can be 
grown fast and are popular with 
both the nurseryman and his cus- 
tomers. 

There are at least 250 different 
varieties of flowering crab apples 
grown today, and they should be

Luncheon Opens Program

Intelligent and continuing public 
relations programs are needed by 
the nursery industry, Mr. Eickhof 
believes. Especially does it need to 
educate the consumer as to the time 
and cost of producing good nursery 
stock. Other industries emphasize 
their research and production costs, 





MILES BRYANT HONORED AT ILLINOIS CONVENTION 


Miles W. Bryant, who resigned last 
July as secretary of the Illinois State 
Nurserymen’s Association after 27 years 
of service in that position, was born at 
Princeton, Ill., the son of Guy A. Bryant 
and Louisa M. Bryant. He received his 
elementary and high school education at 
Princeton. After graduating from the 
landscape design department of Cornell 
University, Ithaca, N. Y., he joined the 
firm of Arthur Bryant & Son, Princeton, 
in 1916, representing the fourth genera- 
tion of the family in that business. Since 
the death of their father in 1942, Mr. 
Bryant and his brother, Robert, have op- 
erated the 112-year-old firm as a part- 
nership. 

Mr. Bryant spent a short time in the 
army during World War I, chiefly as a 
sergeant of replacement troops and on 
special duty at Camp Gordon, Ga. Long 
active in nursery association work, he 
was president of the Illinois State Nurs- 
erymen’s Association in 1925 and 1926 


and took up his long-term post as sec- 
retary of that association in 1930. His 
service to the trade was given national 
scope in 1935, when he was elected pres- 
ident of the American Association of 
Nurserymen at the annual convention at 
Cincinnati, O. 

A member of the Presbyterian church 
and the American Legion in his com- 
munity, Mr. Bryant served on the Mat- 
son public library board and as the first 
chairman of the Princeton zoning com- 
mission. For the past 17 years he has 
been a member of the Princeton board 
of education. Mr. Bryant and his wife, 
the former Ruth Amanda Kaar, have 
two children, Helen, coordinator of sci- 
ence at Barnes Hospital school of nurs- 
ing, St. Louis, Mo., and Richard, a 
graduate student in clinical psychology at 
the University of Texas, Austin. Mr. 
Bryant was for years an active philatelist, 
having been introduced to the hobby at 
the age of 6 by his father. 


but the nursery industry is lagging 
in this regard.

President Zakariasen called upon 
David L. Metzger, Terrace Gar- 
dens, Inc., Youngstown, O., the pro- 
gram chairman, who introduced the 
first speaker, D. Newton Glick, of 
the department of landscape archi- 
tecture, Michigan State University, 
East Lansing, whose topic was “Cur- 
rent Trends in the Design of Home 
Properties.” Dr. Glick believed there 
is still too much foundation plant- 
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ing being done. There is no long, 
need to hide foundations, he felt. 


Important Factors 

There are four things which jp. 
fluence the trend in landscaping, he 
said: Reliance on the automobile- 
it has to be parked in a convenien 
spot alongside the house, thus elinj. 
nating the need for a front walk ip 
many cases; greater use of the out. 
doors for entertaining and _ relaxa. 
tion, the desire for privacy and the 
desire for less maintenance. 

Dr. Glick pointed out that the im. 
portant factors in landscape compo. 
sition are the background, enframe. 
ment, the foreground and accents, 
The landscape field is complicated, 
he said, for there are many materials 
to work with and there are many 
changing factors. 

Projecting colored slides of land. 
scape plantings, Dr. Glick empha- 
sized the importance of showing 
before-and-after pictures to buyers 
of new homes. Specimen plants are 
important, whether they are vines, 
trees or succulents. A featured item 
can mean more than many plants

Mail-Order Nurserymen Hear 


Committee Reports at Chicago 


Members of the National Mail 
Order Nurserymen’s Association 
were brought up to date on the ac- 
tivities of the association at a brief 
meeting held January 13 at the 
Hotel La Salle, Chicago, Ill. Com- 
mittee reports were presented; the 
Washington scene was described by 
R. P. White, executive vice-president 
of the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen, and advances made in poly- 
ethylene-coated papers were dem- 
onstrated. 

Calling the meeting to order was 
Joseph Weston, Neosho Nurseries 
Co., Neosho, Mo., president of the 
N. M. O. N. A. He called on Wil- 
liam Collins, Henry Field Seed & 
Nursery Co., Shenandoah, Ia., pro- 
gram chairman, who read a list of 
topics that members would vote on 
for presentation at the August 
meeting. 

Reporting for the federal trade 
commission advisory committee was 
Harold Goldstein, Kunderd Gladio- 
lus Farms, Goshen, Ind. He related 
that the amendment to rule 2 of the 
fair trade practice rules on deception 
through use of names as approved 
by the N. M. O. N. A. and the 
A. A. N. was unacceptable to the 


FTC. The amendment was further 
revised, he said, and will be submit- 
ted to a trade practice conference 
authorized by the FTC to be held at 
Chicago, to be followed by a public 
hearing at New York city. The 
amendment to the proposed amend- 
ment to rule 2 now pending reads as 
follows: 

“When an industry product has 
acquired an established and gener- 
ally recognized common or varietal 
name, it is an unfair trade practice 
for an industry member to adopt or 
use a new name for such product, 
where the use of such new name has 
the capacity and tendency or effect 
of deceiving purchasers or prospec- 
tive purchasers as to the true iden- 
tity of such product. 

“When, however, an imported cul- 
tivated variety bears a name un- 
known or unfamiliar to the purchas- 
ing public, and a common name for 
such variety has not been estab- 
lished in the industry, the imported 
cultivated variety may be re-named, 
provided no deception of purchasers 
or prospective purchasers, as to the 
true identity of the product, results 
from such renaming. The name of

Dr. Butz said government spend- 
ing, residential construction, con- 
sumer spending and commodity 
prices would all rise in the year 
ahead. Business inventories, he pre- 
dicted, would remain even with 
those of 1957.

president at the business session 
which closed the 3-day meeting of 
the organization. Other officers 
elected were Argel Pion, Pion Land- 
scape Co., Fort Wayne, vice-presi- 
dent, and Victor Beer, Milford, and 
Floyd Bass, Jr., New Augusta, who 
were named to the executive com- 
mittee for 2-year terms. 

In one of the opening sessions of 
the meeting, Robert Noethen, Cot- 
tage Gardens, Lansing, Mich., dis- 
cussed the propagation of nursery 
stock. He mentioned that the newer 
juniper varieties such as Blaauwi 
and Spartan are propagated at Cot- 
tage Gardens by means of grafts, but 
the bulk of the talk was devoted to 
the propagation of peonies. The use 
of mist, irrigation, fungicides, insecti- 
cides and rooting hormones were 
also described. 

A panel of Hoosier nurserymen 
composed of Floyd Bass, Jr., New 
Augusta; Lowell Moore, South Bend, 


and Howard Gaar, Chesterfield, told 
of their operations. Mr. Bass recom- 
mended the use of dignified adver- 
tising and the sale of quality plant 
materials. He indicated that during 
winter months, when work crews are 
given their vacations, his nursery 
concentrates on propagating, prun- 
ing and repair operations. In late 
winter, work begins on potting roses, 
which are stored in a large base- 
ment. The bases of the rose plants 
are sprayed with a mixture of fer- 
mate and sulphur to control dis- 
eases, and the plants are then kept 
cool to prevent growth and resultant 
etiolation. 

Lowell Moore described the oper- 
ation of his firm as a closed cor- 
poration, with each member having 
his share in business management. 
He explained the various methods 
which are used to cut down on ex- 
cessive labor costs, such as using a 
single-row plow to open a furrow

for planting lining-out stock. Mr. 
Moore, who is the company’s land- 
scape designer, stressed the impor- 
tance of including all specifications 
in the drawing when it is submitted 
to the homeowner. 

Howard Gaar, who operates a 
nursery, garden center and land- 
scaping service, indicated that 50 
per cent of his company’s income 
comes from landscaping, 32 per cent 
from the garden store and 18 per 
cent from wholesale plant sales. He 
stressed the importance of keeping 
up to date by attending meetings 
and reading pertinent publications 
and periodicals. He has organized 
his business so that he does not have 
to be present to direct operations. 

On Monday evening about 125 of 
the conferees attended the exciting 
Indiana-Purdue basketball game and 
later enjoyed a social hour in the 
faculty lounge of the Purdue Memo- 
ral Union building. 


Fertilizing Woody Plants 


The first speaker Tuesday morn- 
ing, January 7, was Prof. A. R. 
Bertrand, of the Purdue agronomy 
department, who discussed the fer- 
tilization of woody plants. Professor 
Bertrand emphasized that the nutri- 
ent balance must be watched con- 
tinuously. Fertilization in the seed- 
ling stage is extremely important for 
strong root development and healthy 
transplants. 

Fertilizer is needed after the plant 
is established in order for it to de- 
velop its full potential. Foliar feed- 
ing is not advisable as the sole means 
of plant fertilization. The placement 
of the fertilizer is extremely impor- 
tant. He concluded his discussion by 
stating that the physical condition 
of the soil must be good, or no 


amount of fertilizer will give satis- 
factory results. 

Prof. A. S. Carter, assistant state 
chemist of Indiana, reported that 
the state’s fertilizer and seed laws 
are designed to protect the consum- 
er and the legitimate dealer. To be 
sold in Indiana, each bag of seeds 
or fertilizer must be correctly labeled 
as to its contents. 

Curtis Porterfield, secretary of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, stressed the importance for 
nurserymen of the highway develop- 
ment program. 

The last speaker before lunch was 
I. J. Mathews, Mathews Nursery & 
Seed Co., Gary, who described his 
recent trip to Europe and showed 
many slides of beautiful gardens and 
countrysides. 

Tuesday afternoon the group jour- 
neyed to the greenhouses of Purdue’s 
horticultural department, where 
they viewed different systems of mist 
propagation. They also toured one 
of the experimental plastic green- 
houses being tested by the horticul- 
tural staff. 


Mist Propagation 


In midafternoon the group as- 
sembled in the Horticulture build- 
ing, where Roy M. Nordine, Morton 
Arboretum, Lisle, IIL, discussed 
“Mist Propagation.” Mr. Nordine 
stated that “The use of a mist sys- 
tem has provided the grower with 
a tool that permits a wide range of 
flexibility or adaptability in his op- 
erations. Growers without green- 
houses can conduct very successful 
operations in the open, in beds, in 
coldframes, in lath houses or under 
polyethylene tents.” Various systems 
and their modifications used at the 
Morton Arboretum were discussed. 
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Prof. M. O. Thomas, of the Py. 
due department of horticulture, jj. 
lustrated his talk on plastic greep. 
houses with color slides showing th, 
various types of construction ang 
covering being used experimental) 
over the country. He stated tha 
greenhouses covered with _ plastic 
film in place of glass offer to th, 
plant industry additional space fo, 
production and propagation. This 
space may be obtained at about one. 
third the cost of a glass greenhouse 
Professor Thomas said that, since 
the plastic greenhouse is relatively 
new, improvements are yet to be 
made in the durability of the plas. 
tic, in structural design and in heat- 
ing and ventilation. Efforts are also 
being made to develop a lower-cost 
plastic for greenhouse construction, 

The potential benefit of radio. 
activity to mnurserymen dis- 
cussed by Prof. Ruble A. Langston, 
of the Purdue horticulture depart. 
ment. It may be possible, he said, to 
use radioactivity in the development 
of insecticides, fungicides and ferti- 
lizers that are more effective than 
anything available today. Andrew 
Leiser, Purdue research horticultur- 
ist in woody ornamentals, concluded 
the afternoon program with a talk 
on “What Research Can Do for 
You.” 

The annual banquet was held 
Tuesday evening in the ballroom of 
the Purdue Memorial Union, with 
180 in attendance. The head table 
was decorated in a most attractive 
manner with evergreens and carna- 
tions. The setting was highlighted 
with small twinkling lights. Each 
table had a centerpiece of ever- 
greens, with carnation corsages for 
the ladies. Entertainment was pro- 
vided by the Purdue Men’s Glee 
Club under the direction of A. P. 
Stewart.

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North Carolina Short Course 


Hear Talks on Merchandising, Landscaping and Cultural Practices 


[he 21st annual short course spon- 
ered by the North Carolina Asso- 
cation of Nurserymen and North 
Carolina State College was held at 
Raleigh, N. C., January 5 to 7. 

At a business meeting held during 
the short course the following officers 
were elected for the coming year: 
Knox Porter, Knox Porter Nursery, 
Rocky Mount, president; Eelco Tin- 
va. Tinga Nursery, Castle Hayne, 
vice-president, and Hugh Vann, 
Raleigh, secretary-treasurer. 

Over 90 nurserymen attended the 
short course, which featured a trade 
fair for the first time this year. An 
outstanding program, with talks on 
merchandising, landscaping and cul- 
tural practices, was offered to the 
nurserymen. A half day was devoted 
to each of the three topics. Early 
arrivals to the short course took part 
in a buffet dinner Sunday evening, 
January 5, after which the trade fair, 
with its exhibit of nursery stock, sup- 
plies and equipment, was formally 
opened. This first trade fair was an 
educational and financial success and 
will be a part of every short course 
in the coming years. 

The short course program 
opened Monday morning by Dr. 
Fred D. Cochran, head of the de- 
partment of horticulture at North 
Carolina State College. Dr. Cochran 
spoke of the many changes in the 
nursery business that have taken 
place during the past 21 years and 
predicted many more significant 
changes in the next few years. Dr. 
Cochran further stressed the value 
of cooperation between the 
N.C. A. N. and the horticulture de- 
partment in solving problems of the 
nurseryman.

Mites in the Carolinas 


Dr. M. H. Farrior, of North Car- 
olina State College, presented the 
first talk on “Mites in General.” Dr. 
Farrior listed the mites found in the 
Carolinas and gave usual symptoms 
and controls for each species and 
variety of mites. In the Carolinas 
there are 31 different mites which 
attack many agricultural crops as 
well as roses, azaleas, camellias, box- 
wood, oaks, magnolia, junipers, bulbs 
and conifers. The hardest to control 
are the bulb mites. The reason is that 
these mites spend their period of 
dormancy—coinciding with the time 
of bulb harvest—under or between

the bulb scales, where it is most dif- 
ficult for miticides to reach them. Dr. 
Farrior showed slides of each mite 
and of the symptoms that indicate its 
presence. 

Container Soil Mix 


Dr. E. W. McElwee, University 
of Florida, Gainesville, presented a 
paper on “Soil Mixes for Containe1 
Stock.” Dr. McElwee stated that in 
order to grow top-quality plants in 
containers the nurseryman must do 
three things—adjust his soils to con- 
tainers, adjust his method and fre- 
quency of watering and adjust his 
fertilizing routines. 

A soil mix for containers must be 
porous and capable of providing ade- 
quate drainage as well as retaining 
moisture for the plant. The soil must 
be able to hold nutrients and still al- 
low the free exchange of air in the 
soil. The best way to build a soil 
with all of the foregoing qualities is 
to combine sand and organic matter. 
The sand should be sharp, and the 
organic matter in the form of shav- 
ings. Shavings are preferred to saw- 
dust because they do not cause soil 
compaction. 


Preparing Shavings 


Shavings can be processed in two 
ways, the first of which is to use them 
as a base for containers in the pro- 
duction lots for one to one and one- 
half years. This will hasten decom- 
position and will facilitate their be- 
ing worked into the soil. The second 


way is to sterilize the shavings afte: 
they have been used under the cans 
and work them into the soil. 

Fertilizing container stock is a 
matter of giving dilute feedings fre- 
quently as long as the plants are in 
containers. In this way, the plants 
will retain a healthy and re- 
main in continuous growth. Top 
quality is thereby assured. Dr. Mc- 
Elwee concluded by saying that con- 
tainer stock is usually cheaper to 
handle and more desirable to the 
consumer. 

Dr. Tokuji Furuta, of Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, Auburn, pre- 
sented a talk on “Packaging Nursery 
Stock.”’ Dr. Furuta surveyed various 
aspects of merchandising in which 
packaging plays a major role. Many 
forms of materials and types of pack- 
aging have been used for nursery 
stock. However, much more research 
is needed to find better and more 
attractive packages. With the use of 
packages for nursery stock, a new 
method of selling must be intro- 
duced. The cost of the package must 
be included in the price of the plant, 
and quality as well as quantity buy- 
ing has to be kept in mind at all 
times. 

John J. Pinney, Willis Nursery 
Co., Ottawa, Kan., next gave an ob- 
ject lesson in “Pricing Nursery 
Stock.” He compared prices of nurs- 
ery stock 30 years ago with present 
prices. In this span of years, nursery

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Insects and Diseases, Topics at 


Iowa Landscape Conference

Solutions to today’s problems and 
forecasts for the future were the 
order of the day at the fifth land- 
scape conference for nurserymen 
held at Ames, Ia., January 8. This 
conference is sponsored annually by 
the department of landscape archi- 
tecture at Iowa State College and is 
conducted under the leadership of 
Prof. Ralph R. Rothacker. 

Three illustrated talks in the 
morning session surveyed the possi- 
bilities of serious tree damage in 
1958. In the first of these, Harold S. 
McNabb, associate professor of 
plant pathology at Iowa State Col- 
lege, described many tree-killing 
diseases as well as those which are 
damaging and unsightly but do not 
usually cause plant death. Profes- 
sor McNabb explained that a cool, 
damp spring often means an increase 
in the latter type of disease. 

Improved Disease Control 

He emphasized the need for co- 
ordinated spray programs and clean 
maintenance. The accumulation of 
old leaves on the ground will hasten 
the spread of leaf diseases. Because 
of the greater effectivness of sprays 
on the market today, trees which 
have lost favor through their suscep- 
tibility to certain diseases may now 
return to popularity. 

Professor McNabb observed that 
sycamores have not been planted ex- 
tensively in the past because they 
are subject to anthracnose. This dis- 
ease enters the twig, attacking the 
wood and causing dieback. It can 
exist dormant in the wood and 
spread in the spring when new 
growth begins. However, he encour- 
ages the planting of more sycamores, 
since anthracnose can now be con- 
trolled with a proper spray program. 
Another old disease, the cedar ap- 
ple rust, can also be controlled on 
apple trees through modern spray 
treatment. 

Professor McNabb warned of the 
dangers of two pine diseases new to 
Iowa. The ponderosa pine gall rust, 
common in western forests, was dis- 
covered in Iowa in February of 1957. 
This disease does not require an 
alternate host. The sweet fern blister 
rust, which attacks and kills Mugho 
pine, has also been found in Iowa. 
This disease has been limited to im- 


ported stock since the alternate host, 
sweet fern, is not present in Iowa 
The hidden danger in both of these 
diseases is that plants may be in- 
fected for several years before ex- 
hibiting any visible symptoms. Pon- 
derosa pine gall rust takes from three 
to four years to become recognizable. 
Sweet fern blister rust does not show 
for two or three years. The solution 
is to purchase clean plants from re- 
liable sources. 

Harold Gunderson, professor of 
entomology, extension service, Towa 
State College, predicted the possibil- 
ity of severe insect damage in 1958 
because of the build-up in insect 
populations created by weather con- 
ditions of 1957. He advised nursery- 
men to prepare now for an increase 
in calls for spray service. Unfortu- 
nately, he said, there is no substitute 
for large and expensive hydraulic 
and mist blower spray equipment if 
future spray programs are to be 
effective. 

Insect Threats for 1958 


With an excellent set of colored 
slides, Professor Gunderson described 
the identifying characteristics and 
destructive habits of insect pests 
which may be prevalent in 1958. 
Among these were the flat-headed 
apple tree borer, bark beetles, spring 
cankerworms, larvae of the white- 
marked tussock moth, June beetles, 
tent caterpillars, fall webworms, 
spring elm caterpillar, European elm 
scale, aphis, green-striped maple 
worm, bagworm, walnut caterpillar 
and sun fly larvae. 

The larvae of the white-marked 
tussock moth may cause considerable 
damage in 1958. Cocoons and eggs 
have been found in great numbers 
on trees and buildings. 

Iowa will be actively engaged in 
the battle against the dreaded Dutch 
elm disease in 1958. A few infected 
trees were found in 1957 along the 
eastern boundary of the state. Pro- 
fessor Gunderson detailed the life 
histories of the two known carriers 
of the disease—the lesser European 
elm bark beetle and the native elm 
bark beetle. He stated that the best 
control measure to date is a heavy 
application of DDT spray in the 
dormant season. In Iowa, this means 
a concentrated spray program in late 
March, Along with spraying, the 
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burning of all deadwood is essentia} 

R. K. Alman, graduate 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., then preseng. 
ed an interesting discussion of high. 
quality tree care. Mr. Alman em. 
phasized the importance of clean 
pruning and properly dressed wounds 
in combating the spread of diseay 
and insect attack. He used a series 
of slides to illustrate some of the 
most practical methods for r moving 
large dead trees in congested areas 


or ester. 


Irrigation Systems 


In the final phase of the morning 
program, Richard Hanson, sales 
engineer for Rainy Sprinkler Sales, 
Peoria, IIl., discussed the installation 
and use of underground sprinkle 
systems. Mr. Hanson said that mod- 
ern irrigation systems provide in. 
surance against plant death and wilt. 
ing, as well as a more efficient and 
profitable way of growing materials 

In describing the basic designs for 
irrigation layouts, Mr. Hanson point- 
ed out the complexity of soil-water- 
plant relationships. The water-hold- 
ing capacity of soil varies consider- 
ably with the texture of the soil, 
Not all of the water held is available 
for plant consumption, the availabil- 
ity being influenced by the soil and 
by the rooting habits of specific 
plants. 

Mr. Hanson said that irrigation 
systems should be designed to re- 
plenish soil moisture when half the 
water that the soil is capable of 
holding has been used. The rate of 
water application must be properly 
regulated with the water intake rate 
of the soil to avoid the damaging 
and wasteful effects of runoff. 

Three types of sprinkler head 
were exhibited and described by Mr. 
Hanson. The fixed spray type of 
head, which throws a full 360-degree 
spray, is recommended only for 
small areas. It applies water at a 
rapid rate — usually not less than 
one inch per hour. Few lawns can 
take this amount of water without 
runoff. Pop-up sprinklers with two 
orifices throwing two rotating sprays 
are more economical than the fixed 
spray head for large areas. They 
usually apply water at a rate of 
three quarters of an inch per hour, 
which is still a fairly high rate. 

Mr. Hanson recommended the im- 
pulse type of sprinkler head, entirely 
different from the previous two, as 
being the best for general use. In this 
type, the spray head is fastened to 
a riser that is easily attached or re- 
moved by means of a quick-coupling 
valve device. The throwing distance 
can be regulated and the spray area 
can be adjusted to cover any por-

Prospects are good for increased 
nursery sales because gardening is 
the biggest hobby in America today, 
said Mr. Lauden. There are over 40 
million persons in this country who 
are interested in gardening, and the 
garden supply business jumped from 
a $1 billion annual income in 1950 
to $4 billion in 1956, with an outlook 
for a $12 billion business within the 
next 10 years. 

The number of retail nurseries 
has multiplied at least three times 
since the end of the war. The nurs- 
erymen have the ability to produce 
stock but need to stay in high gear 
to merchandise their products and 
keep up with the record demand. 


Garden Supply Merchandising 


Mike Jones, merchandising man- 
ager of the California Spray-Chemi- 
cal Corp., Richmond, Calif., showed 
a color film entitled “Solid Gold 
Garden Market,” giving the seven 
secrets of selling and how to cash in 
on the fabulous garden supply mar- 
ket. Mr. Jones spoke on garden sup- 
ply merchandising, saying that there 
is potential business of $50 per home 
per year on new homes and $25 to 
$35 per home per year on old homes 

not including plants). 

This potential business can be 
reached by (1) carrying a complete 
stock for all garden needs; (2) lo- 
cating near a large number of own- 
er-occupied single-family homes, 
where pride in lawns and gardens is

Long regarded as a variety of 
Acer saccharum, the black maple is 
nevertheless different in many re- 
spects. This species is found from 
Quebec and New England south to 
Kentucky and west to South Dako- 
Iowa and Missouri, its hardiness 


being equal to that of the sugar 
maple tree. 
In contrast to the gray, slightly 


shaggy, moderately furrowed bark 
of A. saccharum, that of the black 
maple is black and deeply furrowed. 
Like the sugar maple, A. nigrum is 
full-headed and of similar size, but 
has somewhat lighter scaffold 
branches, and the foliage differs 
considerably. In A. saccharum, the 
leaves are glabrous, dark green on 
the upper side and pale green be- 
neath, with the lobes acute from 
rounded sinuses. The leaves of A.

nigrum are dull and dark green 
above. The lighter, yellow green on 
the underside is still much darker 
than the lower side of saccharum 
leaves, and the undulate lobes taper 
from broad sinuses. The leaves are 
fleshier than those of A. saccharum 
and are characterized by drooping 
lobes with recurved margins. 

A handsome, sturdy tree, the black 
maple is at its best when grown as 
a meadow specimen, but has been 
successfully used on city streets. In 
Rochester, N. Y., there are some, 
now about 80 years old, which have 
done well under poor conditions, 
withstanding the usual handicaps of 
street trees even better than aged

MAY AMEND QUARANTINE 
The United States Department of 


Agriculture is considering an amend- 
ment to quarantine No. 37, which 
allows the importation from author- 
ized countries of vegetatively pro- 
duced fruit and nut understocks 
only when they are to be used for 
propagation of the stocks them- 
selves. The proposed amendment 
would permit importation of such 
understocks for immediate budding 
and grafting while they are still 
under post-entry quarantine, with 
proper safeguards. 

American importers and propaga- 
tors, however, would risk the loss of 
the understock and any trees propa- 
gated on it. for these would have to 
be destroyed if virus diseases 
showed up in the top growth the 
second yea under post-entry quar- 
antine.

Chapter 6. Container-Grown Stock 


The use of container-grown nurs- 
ery stock is becoming so widespread 
that it deserves special mention. It 
is being treated in a separate chap- 
ter because its use cuts across mer- 
chandising lines; in other words it 
is used by all kinds of nursery estab- 
lishments — salesyards, garden cen- 
ters, mail-order houses and agency 
firms. The introduction of container- 
grown nursery stock in the trade has 
had a marked influence on selling 
practices. 

In order to avoid a misunder- 
standing of terms I shall define con- 
tainer-grown nursery stock as that 
which is grown entirely in contain- 
ers, usually metal cans. At no time 
is it cultivated in the field. The lin- 
ing-out stock is planted into contain- 
ers and remains in containers until 
the plants are placed on the market. 

Definition 

Potted stock is defined as nursery 
stock that has been grown under 
field culture and then transplanted 
to some sort of container. Several 
different sorts of receptacles are used 
for this purpose — tin cans, asphalt- 
paper pots, baskets, clay pots and 
wooden boxes and tubs. Rosebushes 
are a good example of plants that 
are grown in the field but are com- 
monly transplanted in a dormant 
state to pots for retail marketing. 

The growing of nursery stock in 
containers apparently began in this 
country in California. Certainly 
received its greatest impetus in that 
state. It has had a phenomenal de- 
velopment in the past 25 years. 
When the business of growing nurs- 
ery stock in cans was in its infancy, 
the term tin can nursery was often 
used as an expression of derision. 
But today the practice of growing 
nursery stock in cans commands the 
same respect as any other method of 
production. 

By means of expanded production 
and aggressive selling methods, Cali- 
fornia nurserymen began to make 
container nursery stock available to 
other areas. Gradually it found its 
way eastward and northward into 
the retail nurseries. Today the entire 
country knows about canned nursery 
stock. Some nurserymen are reluc- 
tant to accept it; some are openly 
hostile to it. Yet there is ample evi- 
dence that its use is constantly in- 
creasing and that it is making a per-

manent place for itself in the nursery 
business. 

As the demand for container nurs- 
ery stock increased, other 
production began to develop, first in 
the south, then in the middle states 
and finally in the northern extremi- 
ties of the country. It is likely that 
today there is some container stock 
production in nearly every state in 
the Union. 

The production of nursery stock 
in containers has attained sufficient 
importantance to demand the atten- 
tion of state agricultural experiment 
stations. Cultural practices followed 
in California do not always meet the 
needs of other areas. Several experi- 
ment stations are conducting exten- 
sive experiments to determine which 
methods and procedures give best 
results under their conditions. 
Among the aspects of container 


areas of 
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growing explored in these exper, 
ments are soil mixes, watering meth. 





ods, fertilizers and their application 
pruning practices, disease preventiog 
and weed control. 


System Has May Advantages 


It is a fair question to inquire 
why container-grown nursery stock 
is enjoying such a wide acceptance 
What are its advantages? Mam 
more plants can be grown in cop. 
tainers in a given area than can be 
produced in the same space under 
field culture. One acre of ground 
will hold more than 90,000 plants in 
the so-called 1-gallon cans, evep 
after one sets aside half of the area 
for walks and service drives. This 
is several times as many plants as 
could be placed in the same area 
under normal field culture.

Container culture of nursery sto 
usually results in a much higher per. 
centage of marketable plants than is 
possible under field culture. It is nog 
unusual to put on the market 90 per 
cent of the number of plants origi- 
nally planted into cans. Experienced 
nurserymen know that this is a far 
greater percentage of marketable 
plants than they can hope to obtaip 
with field-grown stock. 

The foregoing advantages are of 
special interest to the grower. What 
about the retailer, the one who ar. 
tually sells the container stock to 
the consumer? Does container 
grown stock offer any special ad. 
vantages to him? It is likely that 
he has even more to gain from the 
container stock than the 
grower has from producing it. 


sale of 


Planting Season Extended 


Perhaps the greatest advantage to 
the retailer is that container-grown 
stock extends his planting season. It 
is ready for sale at all times and it 
can be transplanted at any time one 
can dig in the ground. Sales may 
be made any month in the year in 
the south. One does not need to wait 
until the plants become dormant. 

In the northern states the planting 
season is extended through the sum- 
mer and into the fall. Dormant, 
bare-root nursery stock cannot safe- 
ly be transplanted after it starts to 
srow. This limits its sale to the time 
during which it is dormant and the 
ground is not frozen — a few weeks 
in the fal! and a few weeks again in 
the spring. 

The selling season for container 
nursery stock begins as soon as the 
frost is gone in the spring and con- 
tinues until the ground freezes in the 
fall or winter. It is true that the urge 
to plant often dwindles away with 
the advent of hot summer weather, 
but the gardening public is gradu- 
ally learning that container stock 
can be planted successfully all sum- 
mer. In areas where the public has 
become accustomed to containe! 
stock, summer sales continue to in- 
crease. 

The nurseryman’s sales volume 
and his profit, too) will be inc reased 
by the longer selling season. Fur- 
thermore, when a nurseryman offers 
container stock for sale, he finds that 
he is tapping a new market.

ing buyers who resist the higher 
prices. 

Container-grown nursery stock 
makes it possible for the customer 
to acquire a plant whenever he gets 
the notion. It often happens that a 
customer has no idea of buying a 
certain plant until he sees it in bloom 
in a neighbor’s yard or in the park. 
By that time it is too late to buy 
a bare-root plant, and the nursery- 
man has lost a sale. But if the plant 
is available in a container, the cus- 
tomer can satisfy his desire at once, 
and the nurseryman has made an- 
other sale. 

In garden centers it often happens 
that a customer buys a plant that 
he had no intention of buying when 
he came in. This is known as impulse 
buying. The plant appeals in some 
way to the customer and the sale is 
made merely because the plant was 
prominently displayed. It is easy to 
make attractive displays of contain- 
er nursery stock in various places in 
the nursery or garden center, there- 
by encouraging impulse buying. Con- 
tainer nursery stock is ready for 
sale at any time. When a customer 
makes up his mind that he wants a 
certain plant, all he has to do is pick 
it up (if it is not too heavy) and 
take it to a salesman or to the cash- 
ier. Displaying such plants encour- 
ages self-service. 

Easy To Display 

Attractive displays are an essential 
part of good merchandising. Con- 
tainer nursery stock lends itself read- 
ily to display, especially when the 
containers are of uniform size, clean 
and free from rust. Containers help 
to dress up the plants, showing them 
off to best advantage. No special 
facilities are needed to build an 
attention-getting display. Because 
the plants are easily moved about, 
it is no trouble to change the dis- 
plays at frequent intervals. Displays 
can readily be kept complete. When 
a plant is sold, another is immediate- 
ly moved in from reserve stock. 

Customers are sometimes skeptical 
about the condition of dormant 
plants. The plants show no sign of 
life, and few buyers know how to 
tell whether or not a plant is alive. 
When the buds of bare-root, dor- 
mant plants swell and open, it is ob- 
vious that the plants are alive, but 
after they break dormancy their 
chances of survival grow less. 

No such problems arise with ref- 
erence to container stock. For some 
reason or other, customers have 
more faith in the condition of plants 
that have their roots already estab- 
lished in the soil. There is less re- 
sistance to buying container plants

Container plant sales pick up fast 
when the plants start to grow. When 
transplanted carefully into the cus- 
tomer’s gardens, they keep right on 
growing. 

Container - grown nursery stock 
wually gives the customer better re- 
wits than he gets from dormant 
stock. Losses are fewer because 
there is little shock in transplanting. 
This makes not only the customer 
happy but also the nurseryman, be- 


cause he receives fewer complaints. 

The nurseryman also gets better 
results from container nursery stock. 
He loses fewer plants while they are 
waiting to be sold. It is easier to 
keep them in good condition. Any 
plants left on hand at the end of the 
selling season can be carried over to 
the next season. 

When the nurseryman has bare- 
root plants on hand at the time they 
break dormancy he has to do some- 
thing about them and do it fast. He 
can either transplant them into the 


nursery row or he can put them into 
containers. If he puts them in the 
nursery row, he has the expense of 
transplanting and runs considerable 
risk of loss. Furthermore he has no 
opportunity to sell them until the 
next season. If he transplants them 
into containers, he also has the ex- 
pense of this work, but his loss is 
likely to be less, because it is easier 
to care for the potted plants. And 
they are available at any time to 
customers who want them.

the various state, regional and local 
nursery groups should arrange for a 
watchdog to look out for proposed 
legislation that will affect the nursery 
industry.

which are being proposed or on 


which bids are being accepted. An- 
nouncements are made in these bul- 
letins regarding who receive the 
various jobs. Also a list of plant re- 
quirements of public agencies for the 
next six months is compiled and re- 
leased to the members. Mr. Curtis 
invited any interested parties to join 
the group. 

Highlighting the luncheon Tues- 
day noon, January 7, Frank Lovejoy, 
an executive of the Socony Mobil 
Oil Co., delivered a thought-provok- 
ing talk, “The Price of the Best Is 
Always All the Rest.” He observed 
that nurserymen do not have the 
courage to raise the prices of their 
products. He believes there is too 
much bickering in the industry and 
not enough competition to encourage 
the growing of a better product and 
the merchandising of it. 

Mr. Lovejoy felt many nurserymen 
had lost faith in their business. They 


are giving the public a product that 
is inferior because the cost of pro- 
ducing it is increasing. The con- 
sumer is king, he affirmed, and it is 
what he thinks that is important. 
Nurserymen, he observed, advertise 
their product but they do not mer- 
chandise it. Catalogs, he added, have 
too much verbiage and pictures that 
are not true. Merchandising, said 
Mr. Lovejoy, is the application of 
commun sense to business. In selling, 
one is dealing with human nature. 

Someday the nurserymen will have 
the courage to charge the right prices 
for their produce or they will go out 
of business. Mr. Lovejoy condemned 
the use of horticultural names, for 
they do not mean anything to the 
consumer. The luncheon speaker 
concluded his remarks with the state- 
ment that vision and imagination are 
needed. Business is built on reputa- 
tion, which is what other people 
think of you. 

The program continued Tuesday 
afternoon with the country fair for- 
um. In the grand ballroom of the 
Hotel Roosevelt, five concurrent 
round-table discussion groups op- 
erated under the leadership of ex- 
perts on the subject discussed.

Plant Forum 


One of the most popular sessions 
of the convention was the plant for. 
um held Tuesday evening, January 
7. Carl Wedell, dean, Long Island 
Agricultural and Technical Institute. 
Farmingdale, served as moderator of 
the panel, whose topic was “New 
and Unusual Uses of Plant Mate. 
rials.” Panel members included Dan 
Kiley, landscape architect, Charlotte, 
Vt.; Wellington Kennedy, landscape 
nurseryman, Greenwich, Conn. 
John Cornman, professor, Cornell 
University, Ithaca, N. Y., and Case 
Hoogendoorn, grower and _plants- 
man, Newport, R. I. 

Mr. Kiley believes the landscape 
architect does not need to look for 
new plant materials. The way one 
uses the plant material that is ob- 
tainable is the challenge. The more 
a plant can do, the better it is, said 
Mr. Kiley. Good flowers, fruit, struc- 
ture and foliage are a few of the 
things to consider. The plants should 
be attractive to look at in summer 
and winter. 

Mr. Kiley said he likes to plant in 
quantity, as plants are found in na- 
ture. He often plants a grove of trees 
and then contrasts this with an open 
area. 

Quoting from a book written by 
the late Peter Vermuellen, Professor 
Cornman said nurserymen should be 
more critical and less sentimental 
about shade trees. There is not 
enough planning used in the plant- 
ing of shade trees. Professor Corn- 
man believes many people plant cer- 
tain materials for imitation. 

Plant Trends 

Mr. Kennedy said a wider variety 
of plant material is now being grown. 
More native material is also being 
used. The person who is buying 
needs to be studied more by the sales- 
man. Maintenance is a problem to 
be considered when selling landscape 
materials. Plant materials need to be 
promoted more, and it is necessary 
to watch the trends when selecting 
plants to grow. Mr. Kennedy pre- 
dicted more topiary and _ espalier 
work in landscape plantings in the 
future. 

Talking for the grower, Mr. Hoog- 
endoorn said a wholesale nurseryman 
cannot grow plant materials in small 
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quantiti s. He believes the grower 
is constz antly trying to get new mate- 
rials in his nursery to hold the inter- 
est of the public. Mr. Hoogendoorn 
gid much good material is being 
crown but is not being sold.

look bright in this industry, he said. 
Industrial and highway landscaping 
are still new fields, and starts in 
home building will remain high. 
Dream a little, make a plan and pro- 
mote the project, he urged. He told 
of a Texas nursery which dreamed 
up a plan several years ago to beau- 
tify Dallas. Now, said Mr. Quad- 
land, this plan is becoming a reality. 
Prices Need Increase 

The price of nursery stock is still 
too low, he asserted. The price 
should be what people will pay. If 
all nurserymen increased their 
prices by 10 per cent they would sell 
just as much nursery stock, believes 
Mr. Quadland; in an inflationary 
period, prices cannot be reduced. It 
is up to nurserymen to organize, pro- 
mote and merchandise better in 1958. 

Rounding out the A. A. N. pro- 
gram, Ellis E. Meredith, A. A. N. 
administrative assistant, reported 
that the benefits of the group insur- 
ance program were recently increased 
at no added cost. Mr. Meredith 
pointed out that the A. A. N., hav- 
ing been in operation since 1875, has 
a great wealth of information and 
urged members to get in touch with 
the A. A. N. office before going to 
government agencies. He said the 
A. A. N. believes that the nursery 
industry will continue to advance 
and is counting on 2,000,000 housing 
starts a year in the early 1960’s. 

The remainder of the morning and 
the afternoon were devoted to a short 
meeting of rezion I of the National 
Landscape Nurserymen’s Association, 
followed by a program planned by 
the group.

ance Needs.” They also underesti- 
mate values to be protected by in- 
surance. It is necessary, he said, to 
have proof of values, and appraisals 
are therefore important. 

Liability should be a concern of 
nurserymen, not only on their own 
property and on the property of 
people for whom they are doing 
work, but also on nursery cars and 
trucks. The nurseryman should have 
his insurance with one company, or 
else the responsibility for liability 
will be tossed back and forth. 

Adequate coverage is needed for 
inflated values. There is a trend, 
said Mr. Napear, toward high dol- 
lar-value verdicts. He urged the 
nurserymen to observe safety princi- 
ples, for safe operations will result 
in lower premium costs. He pointed 
out that if a nurseryman or his em- 
ployees do any work out of state, 
the nursery policy should bear an 
all-states endorsement. Liability pol- 
ices that contain the word “acci- 
dent” instead of “occurrence” should 
be changed by means of an endorse- 
ment. 

Mr. Napear emphasized the value 
of a nonownership automobile poli- 
cy, which protects the owner of a 
business from becoming a codefen- 
dant if an employee should be in- 
volved in an accident while on busi- 
ness. He also stressed the importance 
of having sufficient property damage 
insurance, and the wisdom of bond- 
ing employees who handle company 
funds. He urged the nurserymen to 
look into group insurance and sug- 
gested that the nurseryman’s person- 
al value to the business was no less 
than any piece of equipment.

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by Dr. Frank Pearson, professor 
emeritus in the department of agri. 
cultural economics at Cornel! Upj. 
versity, in his talk, entitled “Golg 
and Its Effect on Today’s Economy.” 
The food, clothing, automobile and 
building industries guide the nation. 
al activity, he said. Food is a stable 
item,w hereas activity in the « lothing 
industry varies slightly and is on 
the down grade now. Automobile 
business is at a high level but js 
moving downward. Building fluctu- 
ates widely and is high now, al. 
though it is dropping somewhat. 
The number of building starts, he 
added, is high because the industry 
is catching up from the depression 
and war years. Dr. Pearson predict. 
ed that building activity will drop 
in the next six years. 

Current price levels and _ business 
activity are high, producing a record 
national income. The cost of living 
is rising. But sales in three out of 
the four basic commodities just men- 
tioned are declining, and the state 
of these basic commodities will in- 
fluence prices, said Dr. Pearson. 

He feels that prices are going 
down in the 1960’s and that there 
will be a serious deflation. Falling 
prices and falling building activity 
can be quite serious, he believes. 


Personnel Problems 

The last speaker Monday after- 
noon, January 6, was Prof. Robert 
F. Risley, coordinator of special 
programs, school of industrial labor 
relations, Cornell University, whose 
subject was “Personnel Problems in 
Small Business.” Professor Risley 
discussed three problems — obtain- 
ing qualified help, cost of labor and 
union activity. Regarding the first 
problem, he predicted that there will 
be a great demand for labor in the 
next 10 years, with fewer workers 
available in the 21 to 45-year age 
group. Workers need training in new 
jobs and those who train them must 
be good instructors. Some employees, 
he pointed out, know how to do a 
job but cannot teach others to do it. 
A worker is eager to learn a job 
when he is just hired, and that is 
the time to train him. 

Regarding the second problem 
Professor Risley said minimum 
wages do not go down, and union 
wage scales continue to rise. The 
ability of business to pay labor is 
no lenger a factor in the workers’ 
wage expectations. Either a business 
pays an employee a satisfactory wage 
or he goes elsewhere. The small busi- 
nessman is faced with the problem 
of obtaining more productivity from 
his workers. Fringe benefits are sub- 
stantial cost items. Small busi- 
nessmen should consider them care- 
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fully before adopting them, for once 
initiated they cannot be ceased. 
Turning to the third problem, 
Professor Risley said the current 
growth of unionization is directed 
toward small business. To keep em- 
ployees happy, the employer cannot 
depend solely on the economic fac- 
tors of pay and security. In a small 
business firm, he related, the em- 
ployer is unable to systematize the 
business to any great extent, but he 
must maintain a consistency in em- 
sloyee policies, so that his workers 
will not think he is playing favorites. 
It is necessary, he pointed out, to 
learn what the employees want and 
need. He advised operating under 
a revised golden rule — “Do unto 
others as they would have you do.” 





O’ROURKE PLANS TOUR 
F. L. Steve O’Rourke, Michigan 


State University horticulturist who 
has recently been serving with the 
United States operations mission to 
Thailand at Bangkok, has received 
an extension of his leave of absence 
from the university to enable him to 
make a 5-month horticultural tour 
of Europe. He plans to leave Bang- 
kok late in March, make brief stops 
at Beirut, Rome and Venice and at- 
tend the International Horticultural 
Congress at Nice, France, in April. 

His itinerary after the close of the 
congress will include important hor- 
ticultural stations, botanical gardens, 
colleges, schools and nurseries in 
France, Belgium, Holland, Ger- 
many, Switzerland and England. 
Among these will be the nursery 
area in the valley of the Loire; Ver- 
sailles; horticultural schools near 
Paris; Gembloux, Belgium: Wagen- 
ningen and Boskoop, Holland; plant- 
breeding centers in Germany; gar- 
deners’ schools in Switzerland, and 
East Malling, Long Ashton, Kew 
Gardens and other horticultural in- 
stitutions in England. 





FRANK LA BAR RECOVERING

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








DECIDUOUS CONTFERS 


The deciduous conifers include 
three genera, if the oddity, ginkgo, 
is excluded. They are larix, taxodi- 
um and metasequoia, and all are im- 
portant to the nurseryman. We have 
had experience with all three, and 
while our information on the metase- 
quoia has been obtained in the past 
three or four years, our judgment 
is that it is an attractive tree of 
much promise. 

Several years ago when Dr. Skin- 
ner was at the Morris Arboretum he 
gave us a small seedling metasequoia, 
which we potted in a 4-inch pot. 
Before we knew it, it grew through 
the pot and rooted deeply into the 
soil in the frame. We almost had to 
tear the plant up to get it out. We 
then planted it in a 12-inch pot and 
inside of a year it did the same thing. 
In spite of this rough treatment and 
a consequent defoliation, it survived 
and we planted it on the lawn where 
it grew rapidly, as much as three to 
four feet a year. It has stood both a 
serious drought and zero tempera- 
ture without any damage. Several 
years ago, a customer who had been 
given one by the Jenkins Arboretum 
found that he too was unaware of 
the tree’s rapidity of growth and had 
planted it in the wrong place. He 
asked us to move it when it was 
about 10 feet high and had a 3-inch 
trunk. We moved it B&B by the 
usual method, and it transplanted 
and survived without difficulty. 

Last winter we tried a few hard- 
wood cuttings taken in January and 
placed in a greenhouse bench. These 
rooted about 50 per cent, and I 
believe with a little experimentation 
and practice propagation will be 
easy enough. This is a fine tree, 
hardy enough for central latitudes 
and easy to grow and propagate. 
While it is not thought of as a shade 
tree, it could be trained into one, 
as is done with taxodium. Its pri- 
mary landscape use would be as a 
lawn specimen, for broad driveways 
or in grove or border plantings. 


Taxodium 


The taxodium, or bald cypress, is 
a native tree of considerable orna- 
mental value, not planted nearly 
enough. The limiting factor in nurs- 
eries is probably propagation by 
seeds. We have had modest success 


growing the trees from seeds, but 
have never made an effort to grow 
them in large quantity. It is a clean 
tree of fairly rapid growth and 
makes a fine lawn or tall shade tree. 
I have one on my lawn about 22 
years old; it is 14 inches in diameter 
and at least 45 feet high. The trunk 
is as straight as a mast. While the 
tree is associated in our minds with 
swamps, where it accommodates it- 
self by putting up knees by which 
it breathes, it will grow on upland 
soil quite readily. It cannot be trans- 
planted to a swampy place as a 
growing tree; it will grow in a 
swamp only by natural propagation. 
While it grows readily upland, I 
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have noticed that the foliage color 
is better and more luxurious whep 
the tree is near the water. At the 


same time I put the specimen op 
our lawn, I planted one on my fa. 
ther-in-law’s water-front lot, where 
it is in a well-drained position but 
only about five feet above sea level 
Both trees are about the same size. 
but the foliage on the water-front 
specimen is much thicker. Not only 
is the tree ornamental, but it also has 
great value for timber, especially for 
such exacting uses as boat building 
and home construction. Considering 
the tree’s rapidity of growth and 
timber value, one would think jt 
would be extensively used in refor. 
estation; if it is, it is not apparent in 
my section. 
Larix 


Larix, or larch, has been more 
widely used in ornamental horticul- 
ture than the other two trees men- 
tioned. There are about 10 species 
in the world; three of them, Cana. 
dian, Japanese and European, are

Recently appointed by Governo, 
William G. Stratton of Illinois wer 
five members of a tree expert exam. 
ining board created by the 1957 
state legislature in connection with 
a new program requiring that tree 
experts be licensed by the state

J. Johnson, Evanston, and Max W 
Hillman, Galesburg, commercial 
tree experts; Dr. J. C. Carter, Unj. 
versity of Illinois plant pathologist: 
Dr. Garland J. Riegel, entomologist

Charleston, and Noel B. Wysong 
chief forester of the Cook count 
forest preserve district. 

The board will act in an advisor 
capacity to the state department of 
registration and education.

critically rated according to flowers, 
fruit, retention of fruit and whether 
or not the tree bears flowers an- 
nually. 

Colored slides illustrated various 
combinations of flowering crab ap- 
ples with hawthorns, magnolias and 
rhododendrons. He explained the 
varied growth forms of the flower- 
ing crab apples, generally classifying 
them into the tree forms, small 
shrub forms and weeping forms. 
When considered as a group, flower- 
ing crab apples can be assumed to 
reach an ultimate height of 15 to 20 
feet, with few exceptions. 

Crab Apple List 


Dr. Wyman distributed a list of 
flowering crab apples for various 
purposes. He also described many 
of the new and outstanding varie- 
ties. Fruiting color and character- 
istics, besides flower color and char- 
acteristics, must be good in flower- 
ing crab apples. The red and yellow 
fruits are the most desirable, while 
green fruits are less desirable. Au- 
tumn color must also be considered. 
Yellow is the predominant color, 
although a few of the newer varie- 
ties will attain red and orange hues 
under favorable circumstances.

A. A. N. Topics 


Dr. Richard P. White, executive 
vice-president of the American As- 
sociation of Nurserymen, spoke con- 
cerning the affairs of the association. 
He noted the number of past presi- 
dents of the A. A. N. who had come 
from the area served by the Western 
Association of Nurserymen. AIl- 
though the scope of the A. A. N. is 
broad, Dr. White chose to emphasize 


the retail category of nurserymen in 
his presentation. 

The situation concerning the capi- 
talization of lining-out stock in 
nurseries rather than considering 
them as an expense was discussed at 
great length. Dr. White stated that 
the indication now is that the pre- 
vious decision will be reversed in the 
near future. Section 162 of the in- 
ternal revenue statutes, concerning 
the gross income of farmers, where 
the cost of seeds and young plants 
may be used as a deduction, seems 


to be the key to this problem. How- 
ever, in this section, nurseries seem 
to be the only agricultural industry 
that is omitted. 

Dr. White outlined the A. A. N. 
highway program, stating that 1958, 
especially during the fall, will see 
much planting. He stated that the 
cooperation of the highway authori- 
ties is excellent. So far, all systems 
have been surveyed for quantities 
required. Many allied industries 
have been asked to help, and a great 
deal of pressure is now being applied

State Responsibility 

The new highway program will 
provide jobs for both the large and 
small landscape contractors, in rural 
and urban areas. Each state will act 
as a separate unit; so it is up to each 
state highway commission to plan 
the plantings. The A. A. N. has sent 
a great deal of educational material 
to all interested highway authorities 

Plants can make a good sound. 
dust and fume barrier for residences 
along highways. The reduction of 
maintenance cost has been stressed: 
mass plantings of shrubs and trees 
are much less expensive to maintain 
than are large areas of turf. 

Dr. White announced that a new 
film to follow “Landscape for Liy- 
ing’ is being made, showing the 
proper methods of landscaping for 
the homeowner. This is an animated 
cartoon type of film. He also stated 
that the industrial and institutional 
landscaping program has received 
excellent reception. New industrial 
installations find better welcome in 
a community if they have surround- 
ings that are attractively planted. 

Dr. White concluded his informal 
talk by mentioning plans for devel- 
opment of a sound market research 
program, 


Insect Control 


After luncheon on Tuesday, Tru- 
man Quinton, of Acme Insecticides, 
Jackson, Miss., discussed “Insect 
Control,” stressing the need of 
knowledge of the product used and 
the insect it is expected to control. 
He stated that, more than any other 
product, insecticides go hand in 
hand with the nursery business, both 
in sales and in production of stock. 

In general, destructive insects can 
be classified into three groups—soil 
pests, chewing insects and sucking 
insects. Insect controls, too, can be 
reduced to three basic types. 

Soil insects are those that work 
at the ground level or beneath the 
soil. The damage caused by these 
insects is usually not observed until 
it is too late; therefore, some con- 
trol measure should be present be- 
fore an insect attack is expected. 
Chlordane is still one of the best con- 
trols; however, the pH and tempera- 
ture of the soil will timit its longev- 
ity. A pH over 7.5 (alkaline) and

soil temperatures over 100 degrees 
will deteriorate chlordane rapidly. 
Chlordane, along with nearly any 
other soil pest control, is leached 
easily by EXCeSsive watering. 

Dieldrin is a newer soil pest con- 
trol. It is a hydrocarbon, closely re- 
lated to chlordane, three to six 
times as toxic to insects, animals and 
human beings as chlordane. Dieldrin, 
on the other hand, will not break 
down in the soil; it acts more rapid- 
ly and is generally more effective. 

Chewing insects are not much of 
a problem in these days of dieldrin, 
chlordane, malathion, methoxychlor, 
etc. Actually, many of the older in- 
secticides are just as effective as the 
new ones, but the public, because of 
effective advertising, demands the 
newer types. In selecting a chewing 
insect control, one should conside1 
the beneficial insects and birds. The 
arsenicals are not so toxic to these, 
but, in turn, are not so effective 
against destructive insects. 

In general, chewing insects should 
be fought when the damage is ob- 


served. Often, though, it is wise to 
keep a protective coating of insecti- 
cide on plant foliage. Bagworms and 
fire ants are two of the most difficult 
pests to control. Bagworms are con- 
trolled best by malathion, arsenate 
of lead or a combination of both. 
The most effective control for fire 
ants is heptachlor, although dieldrin 
is also very effective. 

Among sucking insects aphis are 
probably the worst because of their 
rapid multiplication. Aphis must be 
fought at least every third day, be- 
cause they reproduce every ninth 
day. Their best control is 50 per cent 
malathion. After a certain period of 
control, they can be left for eight or 
nine weeks until another group 
moves in. As with many other in- 
sects, the most important factor is 
to control an insect’s life cycle 
rather than the individual insect. 


Mites and Thrips 


Although not an insect, the red 
spider mite is similar to the aphis in 
its life cycle, except that the former 


reproduces faster, depending upon 
the temperature. At 85 degrees, one 
pair of red spider mites can produce 
100,000 offspring; at 90 degrees they 
can produce 500,000, and when the 
temperature rises over 100 degrees, 
they can produce 1,000,000 or more 
offspring within a single week. 

Red spider mites are so small that 
one has to observe the damage 
rather than the offenders. Black 
Leaf 40, lindane and malathion are 
all good controls, and again the best 
control is the control of the life cycle 
of the mite rather than the individ- 
ual. Spraying every other day, seven 
times, provides the best control. 
Dimite is often used as a good spe- 
cific control for red spider mites. 

Thrips are another major enemy 
of plants, causing abnormal opening 
of flower buds. These insects must be 
controlled with DDT before the 
flower calyx breaks or the material 
will be ineffective. A 5 per cent 
DDT dust used every third day, or 
not longer than 5-day intervals, i 
the control recommended by Mr. 
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Bedding-size seedlings.

Disease Problems 


Mr. Quinton observed that it was 
impossible to cure any disease on 
plants. One can only prevent the 
disease before it attacks or control 
it partially. Diseases are really easy 
to prevent, and most good fungi- 
cides are compatible with insecti- 
cides. Although some waste will re- 
sult, combinations of spray mate- 
rials are easier to use. Virus dis- 
eases, as yet, cannot be prevented, 
cured or controlled by any spray 
material. The only defense is to use 
select, virus-resistant varieties and 
to destroy affected plant material. 

Often dormant sprays are over- 
looked, but they still comprise the 
best cleanup spray of the year. Lime- 
sulphur is one of the most effective 
dormant sprays. 

Herbicides, especially the specific 
ones for control of crab grass, are 
popular today. Disodium methylar- 
sonate is the most popular and the 
most effective of these. 

A panel, with Ben Asjes, Raytown 
Nursery, Kansas City, Mo., modera- 
tor, next discussed nursery practices. 


Container Stock 


A banquet and dance were en- 
joyed the evening of January 8. The 
morning session on January 9 was 
opened with an illustrated talk on 
“Container-Grown Nursery Stock,” 
by Sam Peace, Jr., Siloam Springs, 
Ark. Mr. Peace was an extremely 
amusing and instructive speaker. 

He outlined the three phases of his 
canning operation, propagation, the 
actual canning operation and the 
future planning. He told the meth- 
ods and advantages of using per- 
lite as a soil medium, the major ad- 
vantages being the ease of watering 
and greater root retention in trans- 
planting. 

Mr. Peace uses regular 1-gallon 
cans and Plantainers, the gallon 
cans being dipped in a solution of 
one-half tar and one-half gasoline. 
An automatic can punch is used. A 
figure of 344 cents was given as the 
cost for processing each gallon can 
for use. 

As a canning medium, a mixture 
of one-third peat moss, one-third 
sand and one-third soil is used. To 
solve the costly hand-weeding prob- 
lem, a felt disk is placed over the 
soil in the can and around the plant. 
Automatic watering is used in the 
beds of finished canned nursery 
stock.

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ing operation, stating that a local 
ready-mix concrete firm was em- 
ployed to great advantage. At the 
same time the soil was mixed, chemi- 
cal nutrients and fertilizers were 
added. 

While the lining-out stock is being 
canned, a movable conveyer is em- 
loved to make the soil mix avail- 
able and deliver plants to the finished 
stock beds. For economic reasons, 
black plastic shading sheets are used 
under the cans, instead of an asphalt 
paving. In his operation, Mr. Peace 
stated, six men canned 30,000 plants 
in six days. 

Watering and Feeding 

A specially built sprinkler is em- 
ployed to water the finish canned 
stock. This is much more effective 
than hand watering, since it places 
the water in from the sides of the 
plants as well as overhead. A con- 
crete pit, in which fertilizer and 
nutrients are mixed, is flooded with 
water and the solution is then 
pumped into the watering system 
for feeding the plants. At the time 
of planting, a tablespoon of dried 
beef blood is placed in the can. It 
was found that the blood fertilizer 
stabilized the medium; it is again 
used once during the growing sea- 
son, and an application of commer- 
cial organic fertilizer is applied at 
the end of the growing period. 

Mr. Peace stated that the whole 
cost of materials and labor, except- 
ing the cost of the liner, which is 
variable, amounts to 7¥2 cents per 
can. The cost of watering and fer- 
tilizing amounts to 1 cent per can 
for the entire season. In the future, 
Mr. Peace hopes to install an asphalt 
slab to provide greater cleanliness 
and more effective water return. 
Also, he plans to use a can delivery 
conveyer, to eliminate driveways in 
the can beds. 


Business Session 

Sam Peace’s talk was followed by 
the business session. The report of 
the auditing committee was read 
and approved. Election of officers 
was held, with results as given 
earlier. Special recognition was giv- 
en to the exhibit committee, com- 
posed of Fred Little and Bruce Bar- 
rett, for the number of fine exhibits 
at the convention. 

New members accepted into the 
association were the Brady Nursery, 
Wichita, Kan.; Cairns Nursery, In- 
dependence, Mo., and Doughty 
Nursery Sales, Kansas City, Mo. It 
was mentioned that 167 members 
were registered for the convention.

those who worked on large private 
estates with glasshouses and in coun- 
try greenhouses, will remember with 
pleasure, as I do, the superb speci- 
mens of Nierembergia frutescens in 
pots produced in those leisurely days. 
A healthy plant in a 6-inch pot, 
growing to a height of 18 inches, 
was an inspiring sight when it was 
covered with inch-wide blooms, blue, 
with a deeper blue center, and whit- 
ish at the edges. Fifty years ago 
there was a sterile form in some es- 
tablishments (perhaps there still is 
that was even more floriferous than 
the seed-bearing plant, because it 
could devote all its energy to flower 
production. 

The plants were at their best, 
though, when planted in an open, 
sunny situation. Although not hardy 
here in northern Michigan, it prob- 
ably would survive from the Ohio 
river southward. Here it makes a 
good pot plant; in the south, it 
would be a splendid, long- blooming 
subject for the shrub border. In the 
intermediate sections, stock plants 
could be carried over winter in pro- 
tected places to insure a continuous 
supply of plants. 

I am not sure that I ever had N. 
calycina; so I cannot make any pos- 
itive statements about it. It is said 
not to be hardy, except in the deep 
south and southern California, where 
it has been used at times as a ground 
cover in limited areas. It is said to 
have yellow-centered white flower 
tubes on decumbent stems. But the 
plant most often used in those parts 
as a ground cover is N. gracilis, I 
am told. This is a prostrate grower, 
with ascending stems to eight or 
12 inches, clothed in small, narrow 
leaves, with white, purple-streaked 
flowers. There also is said to be a 
form of this with dark-centered blue 
flowers. 

Excepting N. caerulea, which will 
be treated later, N. rivularis would 
be my favorite for outdoor culture 
in this country. It is hardier than 
the others, I believe, though not 
hardy enough for my climate. A 
trailer, it is said to produce broad 
mats of broad, green leaves, with 
stems ascending to five or six inches, 
blooming most of the summer. Here 
in pots, it was about tops in flower 
production, giving freely of its pret- 


N. Caerulea 


The prize of all the nierembergias 
that I have seen is the Argentinian, 
N. caerulea, which was introduced 
into this country some 30 years ago 
as N. hippomanica. It sold extremely 
well when first introduced, but its 
tenderness to cold evidently could 
not be overshadowed by all its good 
points, such as floriferousness; ease 
of culture in any open situation, and 
adaptability to a number of garden 
roles, including rock garden orna- 
ment, edging and border plant and 
pot plant. Neighborhood 
with glass facilities for early starting 
of seeds should be able to overcome 
the difficulty of tenderness by of- 
fering seedlings at planting time. 
Seeds planted in February should 
produce plants for flowering from 
June onward, giving a prodigious

Chaenorrhinum 


While checking on some of the as. 
perula points mentioned in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, I came upon a 
note recommending Chaenorrhinum 
glareosum (or C. origanifolium, as jt 
is now Officially named) as a fit com- 
panion for Asperula cynanchica in 
the wall, and thought that our cor- 
respondent and others might be in- 
terested in it. The plant has also 
been known as Anarrhinum crassi- 
folium, Antirrhinum glareosum and 
Linaria origanifolia. A small violet 
and white scrophulariad from Spain, 
it is a splendid wall plant, producing 
its rather large, snapdragonlike flow- 
ers from spring until winter. 

The plant makes a tuft of pretty 
leaves, over which is displayed a 
succession of flowers on stems seldom 
over five or six inches tall. The liter- 
ature, so far as I have it, is silent as 
to its length of life. That makes little 
difference, though, to us of the far 
north, because, even if it is a peren- 
nial, as some claim, it is not hardy 
enough to withstand our winters. 
However, it comes into bloom so 
quickly from seeds and self-sows so 
freely that one can treat it as an an- 
nual without shortening its spring- 
to-fall flowering season. 


Geranium Macrorrhizum 


In all forms of G. macrorrhizum 
(subject of a recent inquiry) that 
have been in my trials, a long bloom- 
ing period, usually covering most of 
the time from June until frost, if the 
plants are not allowed to dry out, 
has been a part of their charm. In 
addition, they possess a delightful 
fragrance — a rare trait in hardy ge- 
raniums — and beautifully colored 
autumn foliage. The flower color, 
which is a reddish or rosy-purple 
shade to me and is termed magenta 
by some commentators, displeases 
many gardeners, but to me it rarely 
seems harsh in the shady situations 
where it does best. There is also a 
lovely pure white form, and Euro- 
pean lists include several named va- 
rieties. The plant varies not a little 
from seeds and may be expected te 
yield some specially good colors un- 
der extensive cultivation. Plants are, 
however, quite constant to the nor- 
mal height of a foot 

It might be well to add a few 
words on the propagation of hardy 
geraniums in general. The literature 
tells us that geraniums may be 
grown from seeds, divisions or cut- 
tings, which is quite correct. But 
the plant grower soon learns that 
seedage cannot be depended upon to 
produce a uniform lot of plants in 
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most of the species. It is necessary, 
then, to resort to vegetative repro- 
duction to secure plants of a fixed 


type. 
‘Some of the kinds, especially the 
spreaders, may be divided in early 
spring, but rapid multiplication of 
the kinds with hard, woody root- 
stocks can usually be best accom- 
plished by means of cuttings. The 
best method that I know is to pull 
away the tufts of leaves in early 
spring, being sure to get a heel of 
old wood. These are rooted in sand, 
under glass. A good root-promoting 
substance will be found highly use- 
ful in this work, not only hastening 
the formation of roots, but also 
greatly reducing the number of cut- 
tings lost through rotting. 


Anchusa Procera 


A recent letter from T. K. P. (no 
address given) asks if there is an 
alkanet taller than Anchusa italica. 
A. procera (or A. ochroleuca), 
which will reach a height of six 
feet under good culture, is taller 
than A. italica and is in some ways 
the best of the alkanets that I have 
seen. It is a stately plant, as the 
specific name implies, and was a 
reliable perennial in my trials, some- 
thing that the better known and 
showier A. italica never was. The 
flowers are small, to be sure, but they 
are produced over a long period, al- 
ways making a pleasing impression 
in those spots where plants of that 
height are needed. It grows readily 
from seeds and probably would grow 
from root cuttings after the manner 
of A. italica, though I do not remem- 
ber that I ever tried to propagate it 
that way. 

Dianthus Sternbergi 


One does not often see even a 
label of Dianthus sternbergi in gar- 
dens; when one is seen, it seldom 
proclaims the presence of true plants. 
I have had the true plant at least 
three times during my gardening 
life, if memory serves me correctly, 
but have not been fortunate enough 
to find it over the past two or three 
years, despite close watch kept for 
it. I suppose there is some reason 
for confusion in the D. fimbriatus, 
D. monspessulanus and D. sternbergi 
triangle, especially when the plants 
are grown from garden-saved seeds, 
but I am sure that once a gardener 
sees true sternbergi, with its large, 
deeply fringed, intensely fragrant, 
rosy-red flowers, one to a 6-inch 
stem, he will never allow another to 
usurp its place. 

It is said to grow high on lime- 
stone screes in the eastern Alps (per- 
haps elsewhere). In the garden, it 
is quite permanent in limy, well-

drained soil, in full sun, with water 
at the roots in dry weather. I am 
sure that nurserymen and their cus- 
tomers would find it a delightful 
pink. 

To close the note on sternbergi, I 
should like to give a small part of 
Farrer’s enthusiastic essay on the 
plant. Comparing it with D. mon- 
spessulanus he wrote: “The stems 
are only about six inches high, ap- 
pearing here and there in the scant 
green of the stone-slide; and each 
only carries one single flower, and 
that, by comparison, of larger size, 
and, out of all comparison, of deep- 
er, livelier colour — fringy great 
moths of vivid rose hovering airily 
over the greyness of the scree and 
haunting the wide world with the 
deliciousness of their scent — so that 
if your fate leads you to descend 
the mountain in a mist, you knew 
where you are at once upon its path- 
less slope by meeting the breath of 
the Dianthus rising up towards you 
like a helpful incense from far below 
in the gully.” 

Penstemon Clevelandi 

So far as I can remember, there 
is nothing in my experience that 
would give a South Carolina corre- 
spondent any encouragement to hope 
for great success with Penstemon 
clevelandi. My greatest difficulty 
with the plant (tenderness to cold) 
probably would not apply in South 
Carolina, but he would still have the 
plant’s obstinacy in germination and 
its more or less monocarpic nature 
to cope with. My own experience 
with the species has been so limited 
and unsatisfactory that I quote the 
conclusions of experts from bulletin 
No. 14 of the American Penstemon 
Society: 

“It is a fairly tall, erect-stemmed 
species with glaucous leaves, not 
sharply toothed, and tubular flowers, 
with a wide limb, purplish-red, in 
long, narrow spikes. Mrs. Rowntree, 


in California, and Mr. Wood, in 
Illinois, both said it is better than 
centranthifolius . . . Mrs. Moyer has 


success with it in Idaho. Very few 
other people in our society have re- 
ported on this species, but many 
must have tried it. Apparently they 
did not get any blooming plants from 
seeds that we sent out. I got one 
plant in 1954 out of a packet of 
seeds, and it bloomed nicely. The 
one stem was two feet high, with 
flowers in rich rose-red all over. It 
was quite pretty, but died promptly 
without making any seeds. It dves 
not seem to offer much promise out- 
side of California or the other arid 
regions, but a bed of this treated as 
a biennial would make a good splash 
of rose-red.”

attention to sales promotion, said 
Briant Sando, president of Sando 
Co., a sales and advertising agency 
and publishing company at Orange, 
Calif. Any businessman who thinks 





his business has nothing to do with 


salesmanship and advertising is mak- 


ing a big mistake. Today, not only 
to do more business, but just to keep 
what you have, you must keep in 
touch with your market through 
some form of advertising. 

The salesman’s words and actions 
are as important as his product. The 
successful salesman must know his 
own business and that of his com- 
petitors thoroughly. He must know 
people and realize not only that dif- 
ferent people respond to different 
sales techniques, but that some re- 
spond differently at different times. 

There are only a few salient 
points to emphasize in every sales 
situation, said Mr. Sando. No one 
has time to listen to just talk. You 
must make your prospect believe

that he needs or wants your prod- 
uct. Then always give him a choice 
between something and something 
else—between one color and an- 
other, one size and another, one 
model or another, one form of pay- 
ment or another, one kind of deliv- 
ery or another, etc.—not just the 
choice between something and 
nothing. The latter makes it too 
easy for the customer to say no. 

There are many ways to say the 
same thing, but it is not just a mat- 
ter of different words, but of dif- 
ferent tones of voice or facial ex- 
pression as well. This is as true of 
the printed word — advertisement, 
form letter, personal letter—as it is 
of the spoken word, said Mr. Sando. 

No matter how expert a salesman 
you are, a sale will not result every 
time; there is bound to be some give 
and take, some recoil. If you cannot 
make a sale, at least make a friend. 
Then there is more likelihood that 
he may be your customer another 
day or send you some other cus- 
tomer. 

Good salesmanship takes work 
and practice, but if you are adept at 
it, you need only first believe that 
there is plenty of business to be had 
and then set out to get your share 
of it to be successful, concluded Mr. 


Sando. 
Business Session 


President Edward Eickhof opened 
the business session Tuesday morn- 
ing, January 14, by giving a brief re- 
port of the regular and special board 
meetings held during 1957 concern- 
ing such subjects as highway plant- 
ing, a proposed insect, disease and 
plant pest law, Japanese beetle con- 
trol and increases in salaries for nurs- 
ery inspectors.

cent of intelligence information our 
government obtains comes from op- 
en sources, only 10 or 15 per cent 
from spies or agents. Strategic or 
long-term intelligence is the making 
of a careful study of problems and 
the people involved to guess what 
will happen. What will occur in 
world affairs depends on _ three 
things, he said, economic materials 
available to the countries and the 
ethnology and idealogy of the peo- 
ples involved. For example, Dr. Mc- 
Govern said that we must conside1 
what is important in a country o1 
area materially. In the Near East, 
the only export of importance is oil, 
with two thirds of the oil resources 
of the world lying there. Oil re- 
sources in the United States and 
Venezuela could supply the needs of 
this country, but not those of our 
allies, too, and that is why what hap- 
pens in the Near East is so impor- 
tant to the United States. He said 
that in the Far East, southeast Asia, 
not China or Japan, is the real key. 
China is now trying to do what 
Japan was endeavoring to do in 
1948, take over the southeast Asian 
countries to secure certain raw ma- 
terials that only this area can supply. 

He broke down ethnological fac- 
tors into race, language, religion, 
diet, likes and traditions and said 
that you could tell fairly accurately 
from these characteristics in a man 
how he would vote or fight. We 
mistake for racial tension in many 
countries what are really linguistic 
and cultural tensions. What people 
believe, true or not, determines how 
they vote or shoot. 

Dr. McGovern does not think 
there will be a World War III, but 
if it does occur, he felt that it 
would be in southeast Asia. He pre- 
dicted that pro-United States coun- 
tries would include: South Korea, 
Japan, Formosa, the Philippines, 
Thailand, South Vietnam, Pakistan 
and Turkey. Against the United 
States would line up Red China, In- 
donesia, some of India, Ceylon, the 
Arabs and Persia. 


Humorist’s Ideas

rel, was well-equipped with Ken- 
tucky wit in his talk on ideas. It is 
not the quantity, but the quality of 
ideas that matters. Ideas can make 
or break a man, a business or a coun- 
try.

Market Development 

Howard P. Quadland, New York, 
director of public information, Amer- 
ican Association of Nurserymen, 
spoke on what has been done by the 
market development and _ publicity 
program to stimulate nursery sales 
throughout the country and ex- 
plained why these things have been 
done. He pointed out that no matter 
where the nurseryman is located, this 
program is geared to spur local sales.

Mr. Quadland closed with the ad- 
vice that if nurserymen want to sel] 
more plants, they will have to make 
their own products more convenient 
to the consumer, just as other indus- 
tries are doing. Improvement in sell- 
ing must go on forever. Sales for 
1958 and any year will depend on 
quality products, fair price, good 
sales promotion and top-notch adver- 
tising. 

Economic Outlook 


The closing session of the conven- 
tion was held Wednesday afternoon 
following a luncheon. Two motion 
pictures were shown, one entitled 
‘““Nature’s Half Acre,” courtesy E. | 
du Pont de Nemours Co. The other, 
“Highway Dollars and Cents,” cour- 
tesy of the American Association of 
Nurserymen. Speaker for the after- 
noon was Richard P. White, Wash- 
ington, D. C., executive vice-presi- 
dent, American Association of Nurs- 
erymen, discussing the economic 
outlook for 1958. 

Missiles and politics will deter- 
mine our future destiny. Sometimes 
during the coming months one may 
not be able to distinguish between 
the two. Before explaining why these 
things will be of such significance to 
us in 1958, Mr. White reviewed 
1957, which he called the year of 
prosperity and adjustment. In 1957 
dollar volume of products and serv- 
ices produced set a new record of 
$439,000,000,000, government spend- 
ing hit a new postwar high, consum- 
ers spent freely until late in the 
year, business outlays for expansion 
increased, businessmen hopefully 
built new inventory and farm in- 
come increased slightly. But at the 
same time, industrial output dropped 
slowly, housing starts fell below the 
million mark for the first time in 
many years, new financing cost more, 
personal income started to slip in the 
last quarter, the Federal Reserve 
Board and Wall street showed worry 
and undertook readjustment and 
then the missiles made news. 


Bearing on Economy 


Mr. White told what these events 
might mean in 1958, such as in- 
creased spending for defense, no re- 
duction in taxes, easing of the na- 
tion’s credit facilities to spur domes- 
tic programs of construction, business 
expansion and spending in other 
words, a bit more inflation — and 
finally, the tightening of our domes- 
tic belts and the postponing of many

desirable public works and domestic 
programs. 

In December, 1957, several steps 
were taken to stimulate a lagging 
economy. The budget bureau re- 
leased $177,000,000 to spur housing 
construction. The Federal Housing 


Administration relaxed its credit 
rules with new standards to pro- 
vide for heavier loans in relation 


to income, thus making it easier 
to purchase new dwellings. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board lowered its redis- 
count rate to banks to ease the money 
market. The President has asked and 
received okay from the House Armed 
Forces committee for $500,000,000 
for space-age defense. We must not 
be misled into believing that all of 
this increased spending is to be im- 
mediately found in consumer hands 
in the form of spendable income, said 
Dr. White. It takes time to feel the 
effects of increased government ex- 
penditures at these levels. And when 
felt, it will not be felt evenly over 
the entire country. Before this in- 
creased defense spending can be felt, 
we can anticipate an increase in un- 
employment from the present level 
of 3.2 million to 4% million, and 
some economists are predicting 5 
million. There is general agreement 
that the last six months of 1958, in 
spite of our missiles and politics, will

owners showed an expenditure of 
over $18,200,000 on their gardens. 
Nationwide, we may expect 30,000,- 
000 homeowners to spend in 1958 
$1,500,000,000 on gardens, or about 
$50 per family. From data available 
to us, we know that in 1950, these 
families accounted for a per-dwelling 
unit expenditure for nursery stock 
of $7.58. The difference of $42.42 
went for tools, hose, seeds, fertilizers 
and all other items the gardener 
needs. So now it is up to the nurs- 
erymen who deal directly with the 
consumer to increase the dollar sales 
of nursery stock per family to get a 
higher percentage of this garden 
merchandise expenditure for the en- 
tire nursey industry.

Agriculture, Beltsville, Md. Dr. 
Marth covered the subject of recent 
developments in controlling the size 
and quality of nursery crops with 
the aid of chemicals. He explained 
and showed colored slides illustra- 
ing the work being carried on with 
chemicals that delay the falling of 
fruit from plants, causing berries to 
remain on holly plants and fruit, 
such as apples, to remain on trees. 
These chemicals also give some stim- 
ulus to the ripening process, so that 
the fruit has to be harvested at the 

proper time, he pointed out. 

Responses to gibberellic acid were 
shown. He stated that many conif- 
ers were not sensitive to the chemi- 
cal. Most oaks are responsive, as are 
black walnuts. Pfitzer juniper is 
fairly responsive, but applications of 
the acid open up the plant too much. 
English boxwood also is fairly sensi- 
tive, but more winter injury results, 
due to the late application and re- 
sultant late growth. Rhododendrons 
are also sensitive, he added. 


Gibberellic Failures 


Many nurserymen have not had 
satisfactory results with gibberellic 
acid, he said. Such failures are large- 
ly due to the method of application, 
believes Dr. Marth. Spraying the 
chemical on plants is not always best. 
Often a carrier is needed to assure 
the chemical’s adhering to the plant. 
One must be careful in applying a 
paste form of gibberellic acid to a 
sensitive bud. The chemical, he said, 
will be absorbed through the wood 
tissue. Dr. Marth showed colored 
slides of plants dwarfed through 
chemical applications. 

Opening the afternoon session of 
the N. L. N. A. program was a beau-

tation, given by the Rev. Herman 
Bielenberg, Oil City, Pa., was “The 
Voice of the Trees.” The pictures 
taken by the Reverend Bielenberg 
have won him many national awards. 

Stimulating interest in the audi- 
ence was the final event, a panel 
discussion, entitled “Landscaping for 
Profit as Seen by an Employee.” 
Stanley McIntosh, Turner Nursery, 
West Long Branch, N. J., served as 
moderator, while panel members in- 
cluded Russell Bettes, Howe Nurs- 
eries, Pennington, N. J.; Jack Hara- 
kal, Rosedale Nurseries, Inc., Haw- 
thorne, N. Y., and Dudley Clayton, 
Landscape Associates, Inc., Glen 
Head, L. I., N. Y. 

In his introductory remarks, Mr. 
McIntosh observed that an employee 
must be proud of the material his 
nursery grows and must be interested 
in his work.

own stock in selecting plant materi- 
als for a job. Mr. Bettes related that 
he has perfect freedom to purchase 
materials and thinks only of the 
landscape design. 


Service Calls Too Numerous 


Mr. Harakal said that his nursery 
has sales meetings each month to 
discuss problems. He pointed out 
that one difficulty caused by the ex- 
pansion of large nurseries is that 
employees receive a burdensome 
number of calls for service and ad- 
vice, which take up time that should 
be devoted to current landscape 
clients. He believes the calls should 
be screened to reduce the pressure 
on the employees. 

Mr. Clayton believes that the 
manner in which employees are 
treated is important. Job satisfac- 
tion is most important, but he added 
that he knows several young men 
who have left the field because of 
the low pay scale. He believes that 
the foreman must keep in close 
touch with his employees. The em- 
ployee, he added, should be made to 
feel that he is part of the organiza- 
tion. 

Much helpful advice was offered 
from those in the audience. It was 
pointed out that there is too much 
sensitivity on each side when mis- 
takes are made. The employer and 
his employees should be able to dis- 
cuss problems. Often employers will 
expect too much from a new em- 
ployee. It is necessary to spend time 
training an employee and then to 
give him more and more opportunity 
to gain experience. It was pointed 
out that the employee does not have 
the employer's same viewpoint as 
far as making a profit is concerned. 

A landscape nurseryman in the 
audience stated that an employer 
can try to run the business too much. 
He lets his foreman hire the em- 
ployees, believing that he will hire 
workers whom he likes and with 
whom he can work more closely. 
The owner, he said, should spend 
more time on the business end of 
the operation. 

Charges for Calls 

Referring to the complaint of Mr. 
Harakal about insignificant calls for 
service, a nurseryman replied that 
for five years he has been making 
a $5 charge for house calls. This 
eliminates curious callers and has 
reduced the flood of spring calls by 
one third. Only a few clients resent 
this charge. The nurseryman said 
that he has checked on a few of these 
calls and found that the person had 
done little, if any, landscaping of 
his home grounds. He added that no 
charge is made if $25 worth of stock 
is purchased.

Propagating materi I 
for sweet, sour and rootstock cherry t 
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trees and table, wine and rootstock 
grapevines will be produced from 
registered, isolated mother blocks. 

The mother blocks will be true to 
name and free from serious virus 
diseases and viruslike disorders and 
will be isolated from commercial or- 
chards and vineyards to maintain 
this freedom. They will be periodi- 
cally inspected and tested for virus 
diseases by the California depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

J. H. Wheeler, president of the 
nursery, has assigned the manage- 
ment of the new operations to 
George C. Dobbins, formerly on the 
nursery service staff of the Califor- 
nia department of agriculture. 





CALIFORNIA NOTES 


Express rates on all classes of nurs- 
ery stock for intrastate shipment 
were allowed an 8 per cent increase 
by the California state public utili- 
ties commission. The commission 
publicly reported that it authorized 
the increase reluctantly and only at 
the urging of the interstate com- 
merce commission, which allowed an 
equal increase on interstate ship- 
ments last year. 

Many local retail nurserymen re- 
port that their winter business was 
less than that of a year ago, with 
less costly materials accounting for 
most sales. They also report, how- 
ever, that inquiries about available 
plants indicate considerable increase 
in the planting of home grounds, as 
well as in institutional landscaping. 

A No. 1 problem to nearly all resi- 
dents of the state is trash disposal. 
Several areas in the state have or- 
ganized smog or air pollution con- 
trol boards. These boards are em- 
powered to draw up rules and regu- 
lations with regard to smog control, 
which have the effect of law and 
which are being vigorously enforced. 
This has resulted in the development 
of various kinds of trash disposal. 
One of the latest developments in 
the disposal field in California is the 
installation at Sacramento of a 
trash-eating machine, an enormous 
structure, costing upward of three 
quarters of a million dollars. The 
theory of the device is to disintegrate 
the garbage and most of the other 
rubbish by introducing bacteria into 
them. After a 24-hour process, the 
structure churns out a rich, non- 
odorous compost, which has a high 
fertilizing and soil-amendment value. 
Cans and other metallic matter are 
removed; tires, batteries and simi- 
lar materials are salvaged, and most 
of the glass and porcelain is used in 
fill-and-cover operations.

Nurserymen who pushed the living 
Christmas tree idea report that it js 
hard to get a fair price for trees four 
feet or taller. Such trees can cost 
as much as $40, and the public ap. 
parently has not been educated into 
paying that price for a tree, even 
though it is a lasting investment, 

Wholesale nurserymen who make 
a specialty of growing walnut and 
almond trees foresee a good demand 
next spring for such trees. The yields 
of both kinds of nuts were down in 
the state this year. The quality was 
good, and the prices were the best 
in several years. 

The Diamond Walnut Growers’ 
Association has been granted a pat- 
ent on equipment which has suc. 
cessfully freshened walnuts. This 
process overcomes to a large degree 
the losses incurred by growers who 
have home-stored walnuts that have 
become rancid. 

Fred Charles, farm adviser in San 
Joaquin county, recently published a 
report on the damage caused to 
trees in his county by the attacks 
of the root-lesion nematode. Best 
prevention is said to be the use of 
nematode-resistant understocks, and 
the University of California has sev- 
eral that show promise. These are 
available now to nurserymen. 

The city of Palo Alto has started 
its annual tree-planting campaign. 
This year there will be a minimum 
of 300 trees set out. Most of them 
will go into the parking areas of 
several new subdivisions. W. B. B.

of the beds from the aisles. Custom. 
ers like to handle and examine the 
merchandise. Modern variety and 
food stores are arranged in such a 
way as to make all of the merchan. 
dise on sale readily accessible to the 
customer. The customer will find jt 
easier to examine small-sized plants 
if they are displayed on a raised bed 
about one and one-half to two feet 
above the floor level. This will make 
it unnecessary for him to kneel down 
or bend over uncomfortably to reach 
the plants. He will be grateful to you. 

Display each variety separately, 
It is disconcerting and annoying for 
the customer to find that the varie. 
ties are all mixed up and that he 
must hunt for what he wants. The 
display will look better if plants of 
each variety are arranged neatly by 
themselves. Furthermore, you wil 
know immediately when the stock 
of any particular variety needs to 
be replenished. 

Make the display of each variety 
as big as your space will allow. A 
large number of plants on display 
will result in a greater volume of 
sales than only a few plants, even 
though they may be hand picked 
and of the highest quality. Keep 
the displays well filled at all times. 


It is a good idea to label every 
container-grown plant with name 
and price. When this is not practi- 
cal, put up easily read signs to iden- 
tify each group of plants. Be sure 
to show the price. If the appearance 
of the plant itself does not tell the 
customer enough, try to display a 
picture of the plant, preferably in 
color, along with the description. 
Do not assume that the customer 
knows. Place before him all the in- 
formation you can. You will find it 
a big help in selling. 

Pricing 

Consider your prices carefully. 

Perhaps the most common error in 


pricing container-grown _ nursery 
stock is to price it too low. The dil-

pered from top to bottom, permit- 
ting nesting, which saves a tremen- 
dous amount of shipping and storage 
space. The biggest advantage of the 
tapered can is the fact that it does 
not need to be cut when the plant 
is removed. You need only invert the 
can, holding the plant in one hand, 
and tap the edge of the can on a 
board, stake or other hard surface. 
The plant slips out easily with the 
soil ball intact around the roots. 
There is no danger of cutting your 
hands on the sharp edges of cut tin, 
and—best of all—the can may be 
used again. If you offer your cus- 
tomer a few cents for the return of 
the can, you not only get back a 
usable can but you also bring your 
customer back to your place of busi- 
ness. The cans come already paint- 
ed in various colors, green, black, 
terra-cotta, silver, etc. They are 
nested for ease of handling and to 
reduce the storage space needed for 
them. 

Some growers of container nurs- 
ery stock maintain that the commer- 
cially produced containers are too 
expensive. They are able to pick up 
used straight-sided cans free or at a 
small cost. It is doubtful, however, 
if used cans are actually less ex- 
pensive. When one adds up the cost 
of gathering, cleaning, punching 
and painting, as well as cutting, he 
may find that these cans cost as 
much as the commercially produced 
containers that are ready to use and 
need no cutting. 


Soil Mix 


The next problem you must solve 
is the soil mix to use for growing 
your plants in containers. There is 
no easy answer to that one, but it 
is quite obvious that you will have 
to devise some sort of mix from ma- 
terials that are at hand. Soil or 
sand cannot be shipped any great 
distance economically. Peat moss is 
used extensively in soil mixes. Ship- 
ping costs on this material are not 
excessive, because it is light. Your 
soil mix should permit good drain- 
age but hold enough moisture to 
make excessive watering unneces- 
sary. It should have enough cohe- 
siveness so that it does not fall 
apart when removed from the can. 
It should be neither too alkaline nor 
too acid. Soil, sand, ground lime- 
stone, humus, peat moss and com- 
mercial fertilizers are some of the 
elements used in making various 
soil mixes. 

Plants grown in containers must 
be fertilized regularly. Fertilizer 
may be added to the soil mix, but 
its effect is only temporary. Contain-

Of coury 
some forms of fertilizer, being mop 
stable, need replenishing less oftep, 

Some growers introduce liquid 
fertilizer into the irrigation equip. 
ment, using a measuring device 
control the amount. Others apph 
liquid fertilizer in more concentra. 
ed form directly to the individu 
cans. Still others use dry fertilize, 
applied to the surface of the soil jp 
the cans. Nearly all growers agree 
that the best procedure is to fer. 
lize rather sparingly at frequent ip. 
tervals—-perhaps every few weeks 
The type and amount of fertilize 
used will be determined by several 
considerations — the varieties of 
plants being grown, the frequency of 
fertilizer application, the amount o 
water applied and the basic fertility 
of the soil mix. 


Watering 


The watering of container nur. 
ery stock is highly important. The 
volume of water applied has a great 
deal to do with the amount of 
growth attained. Too much water 
will drive the air out of the soil and 
cause drowning. If not enough wa 
ter is given, growth will be checked 
If this happens too often, the plant 
may be stunted. Uniform watering 
is essential for uniform growth. 

How to apply water uniform 
to container stock is a problem that 
has not been solved. It usually is 
applied mechanically for reasons of 
economy. Portable surface _ pipes 
with sprinkler heads on risers are 
most commonly employed. Varia- 
tions in water pressure and drift 
caused by wind, as well as the in- 
herent shortcomings of the system, 
result in an uneven distribution of 
water. Nearly all growers who use 
a mechanical system of watering 
follow up with hand watering to 
make up for deficiencies. For obvi- 
ous reasons container stock should 
be grown on well-drained ground. 

Other problems that you will en- 
counter besides those mentioned are 
proper pruning to shape the plants, 
spraying and dusting to control dis- 
eases and insects, weed control and 
winter protection. Fortunately you 
can get competent advice on these 
problems from the agricultural ex- 
periment stations in several states. 

The University of California re- 
cently published a manual entitled 
“The U. C. System of Producing 
Healthy Container-grown Plants. 
The manual is the result of research 
begun in 1941 by a group of plant 
pathologists and soil technicians. It

Merchandising.” Mr. Terry said 


that merchandising must be tailored 
to fit the facilities and clientele. 
Select the outstanding brands that 
will prove satisfactory and profitable 
and sell them to customers, was the 
advice of Mr. Terry. 

A record of sales by items is im- 
portant. On this record should be 
placed notations to guide one in 
planning the following season’s pur- 
chases. The demand for plants can 
be changed by moving the counter 
location and arrangements of plants, 
the speaker stated. 

Since World War II, there has 
been a gradual disappearance of the 
store salesman. Therefore, merchan- 
dise must be packaged and displayed 
to sell itself. Women, preferably 35 
to 40 years of age, make the best 
sales clerks for nursery stock, accord- 
ing to Mr. Terry. Approximately 85 
per cent of nursery stock is bought 
by women. Displays must be made 
as attractive as possible. Packaged 
stock should be displayed waist high 
or near eye level. Tall trees and 
shrubs should be set along wall 
space, so as not to block the view 
through the department. 

Stock should be arranged to up- 
grade within a line. Since customers 
do not like to ask prices, all items 
should be priced in a_ uniform 
manner. Mr. Terry’s policy is to sell 
quality and obtain the necessary 
price for it. This is the only way to

wy C. H. Brannon, chief, department 
of entomology and plant quarantine, 
North Carolina department of agri- 
culture. Dr. Brannon reported on 
the quarantines for fire ants and 
witchweed (striga). He warned all 
qurserymen in the quarantined areas 
to be especially vigilant in helping 
to eradicate these two pests. 

The second report was presented 
by the highway department of the 
sate of North Carolina. A new pol- 
icy on bidding on materials for 
state highway planting was told. The 
new policy and forms make it easy 
for any nurseryman to bid on part or 
all of a highway planting contract. 
The highway group asked that the 
nurserymen work closer with the 
highway department to help make 
North Carolina highways safer and 
the most beautiful in the country. 


Holly Breeding 


On Tuesday, January 7, William 
F. Kosar, of the National Arbore- 
tum, Washington, D. C., stated that 
hollies are fast becoming one of the 
nurseryman’s best subjects in modern 
landscape work. One of the most 
important factors in the plants’ pop- 
ularity with homeowners is the in- 
terest that has been aroused by the 
\0-year-old Holly Society of Ameri- 
can and by Dr. H. Harold Hume’s 
book, “Hollies.”” Because of their un- 
limited variance, hollies are likely 
ubjects for the plant breeder. 

It is possible for the holly breeder 
to make combinations of such ex- 
treme characteristics as dwarf shrub 
and tree types, water-loving and dry- 
land forms, hardy and tender forms 
and deciduous and evergreen forms 

and then to make selections of the 
progeny in the direction of his ob- 
jectives. 

Native Species Available 

North Carolina is in the enviable 
position of having the majority of 
the native North American holly 
species within its boundaries. Vari- 
ants of these native species should be 
tested and evaluated, Mr. Kosar 
said. Examples of such native holly 
elections in the trade are the many 
varieties of Ilex opaca: the dwarf 
iorms, Ilex glabra compacta and 
llex vomitoria nana, and the yellow- 
iruited varieties of Ilex myrtifolia, 
I. cassine and I. vomitoria. Selections 
within the native species are relative- 
ly small when compared with the 
hundreds of English holly varieties 
that are in existence. 

In addition to new holly varieties 
obtained by direct selection from na- 
lve populations, new hybrid species 
can be produced for a particular en-

scape use through controlled breed- 
ing with Oriental, English and South 
American hollies. 

A start in this direction has been 
made at the National Arboretum. 
Hybrids have been produced be- 
tween native, evergreen, black-ber- 
ried Ilex glabra and the Asiatic, de- 
ciduous, red-berried Ilex serrata. 
The arboretum staff has produced 
hybrids of native Ilex cassine and 
the English Ilex aquifolium. Also 
growing at the arboretum are hy- 
brids from a native hybrid, unknown 
ilex x Foster, crossed with both the 
Oriental Ilex cornuta and the Eng- 
lish Ilex aquifolium. These hybrids 
are still in the experimental stage. 
Many years of molding by the plant 
breeder is yet required before the 
finished product comes to the nurs- 
eryman and then to the homeowner 
for a particular use and enviroment. 

The nurseryman, Mr. Kosar con- 
cluded, can make his contribution to 
horticulture by observing and select- 
ing outstanding individuals from na- 
tive hollies, while the plant breeder, 
through controlled hybridization, 
combines outstanding characteristics 
and develops types suitable for ever- 
changing landscape trends. 


Home Landscaping 


Completing the program was an 
excellent talk presented by R. P. 
Korbobo, extension specialist in 
landscaping, Rutgers University, 
New Brunswick, N. J. Mr. Korbobo 
advocates an open front area in the 
home landscape, with the plantings 
used to emphasize the front entrance 
and to soften corners. His treatment 
of private areas behind the house 
utilizes free-flowing, natural lines in 
bed or mass plantings and open ex- 
panses of lawn. Service areas are 
screened from other areas. 

Mr. Korbobo stated that, in de- 
signing a home landscape, one must 
consider the circulation of traffic 
around the house and maintain a 
major axis and subordinate axis in 
his composition. If these two factors 
are handled properly, fewer mistakes 
in landscaping will be made by the 
landscape nurserymen. 

At the conclusion of the business 
meeting, at which officers were elect- 
ed as reported at the beginning of 
this article, the dates for the 1959 
short course were set as January 4 
to 6.

separate divisions — packaging for 
mail-order outlets and packaging 
for local distribution and display. 
Because of the highly specialized 
matrials and methods needed for the 
packaging of dormant rosebushes, 
this specific topic was eliminated 
from the discussion. 

It is Dr. Baumgartner’s contention 
that it should be possible to package 
any shrub or tree up to one inch in 
caliper. The prime reasons for pack- 
aging plant materials are as follows: 
(1) To prolong the selling season 
packaged material can be sold one 
to two months earlier and one to two 
months later in the season); 

(2) to protect plants against 
abuse by customer handling; 

(3) to assist in merchandising and 
reduce the need for personal selling 
through printed plant descriptions 
and planting instructions; 

(4) to permit colorful displays 
the key to impulse buying; 

5) to facilitate handling by con- 
sumers ; 

(6) to improve acceptance of 
plant materials as gifts; the sale of 
gift cards has generally been dis- 





appointing, and 
7) to facilitate inventory control. 





























“Flexible” Plants Needed 


After listing the reasons for pack- 
aging plant materials, Dr. Baumgart- 
ner said that to make packaged 
plants a fast-moving and profitable 
item, more research is needed on the 
development of a “flexible” potted 
plant, which can be moved from the 
counter to the garden as easily as 
possible, with a potting mixture that 
will help the plant to continue grow- 
ing satisfactorily. 

Examples of various wrapping 
materials were shown to the fairly 
large gathering. Included were cor- 
rugated sleeves for rose canes and 
polyethylene and polyethylene- 
coated papers. Also shown were 
excellent examples of shipping con- 
tainers for mail-order outlets. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Baum- 
gartner’s remarks, Joel Barnes re- 
lad his personal experiences in 
packaging and selling plant mate- 
tials on a cash-and-carry basis. Mr. 
Barnes reported that he limits his 
selection of packaged material to 
deciduous shrubs. His firm started 
to package in a small way 20 years 
ago, modeling its procedure on that 
used in rose packaging. The method 
proved itself, he said, and now every 
dormant shrub is packaged, labeled 
and priced. With a packaged item

Shrub Package 


Mr. Barnes pointed out that his 
firm is not interested in a fang 
package, but rather one that is sery. 
iceable. He illustrated his packaging 
method with a spiraea plant which 
was wrapped with a Kraft paper 
stock coated with 1-mil polyethylene 
and machine-creped on the outside 
The mix varies with the item tha 
is packaged, and for spiraea it js 
usually two-thirds shingle tow and 
one-third sphagnum, moistened 
slightly. The plant is tied at the top 
and rolled by hand, while an inex. 
pensive machine is used to tie the 
bundle tightly. Wire ties were also 
suggested as an effective means of 
securing the bundle. 

All bulbs in his operation are pre. 
packaged in a 1¥2-mil polyethyelene 
bag, with the top stapled. Dormani 
roots, lilies and tuberous-rooted be. 
gonias are placed in a plastic bag 
with dried peat Since pre. 
packaging bulb stock was started, 
bulb sales have increased consider. 
ably, Mr. Barnes said. 

The packaging procedure starts 
the first week in February, and the 
packaged plants are held in a na- 
tural cold-storage building. His ex- 
periences have shown that frozen 
stocks are not greatly impaired if 
they are allowed to thaw naturally 
After the middle part of May, sales 
of packaged materials drop, and con- 
tainer-grown stock is stressed.

In opening the discussion, Mr. 
Dodge referred to the fact that many 
nurserymen expect too much. Re- 
cent graduates now employed in 
landscape nurseries pointed out that 
of necessity experience gained in the 
business was often limited to off- 
season periods until after gradua- 
tion, so that their practical experi- 
ence is not completely representative 
of full-time conditions. The employer 
is actually hiring a graduate on the 
basis of his potential value, which is 
reached only after a training period 
or apprenticeship, during which 
loremen or other personnel at man- 
agement level have the responsibility 
of outlining the employce’s duties 
and familiarizing him with the spe- 
cific procedures and policies in 
effect. 

Wages Discussed 


The problem of wages was dis- 
cussed, and general agreement was 
reached that graduates should begin 
at a reasonable point above the la- 
bor level. This topic was pursued 
further by participation in the dis- 
cussion by an undergraduate who, 
like many men in college, is a mar- 
ned man with the duties and re- 
sponsibilities that marriage brings.

cst records. Some nurserymen ex- 
pressed the view that market value 
should be determined by the price at 
which the seller can afford to sell 
and the price that the buyer is will- 
ing to pay. 

Some participants in the discus- 
son expressed the opinion that the 
individual nurseryman should sell 
his merchandise profitably, accord- 
ing to his own operations, ignoring 
what his competition might be do- 
ing.

before. Some communities are rais- 
ing funds and furnishing manpower 
and equipment to convert eyesores 
into places of civic pride. 

The program seeks to develop the 
proper planting and maintenance of 
trees and shrubs, not only in new 
housing developments but in the 
older towns as well, And, while some 
planting is being done on old and 
new highways, civic groups are being 


urged to provide incentives for 
added planning and planting. 
The Maryland Nurserymen’s As- 


sociation, Mr. Clark said, can make 
a great contribution to the program 
by the development of attitudes in 
customers towards interest in good 
plants, attractive plantings and 
beautifully landscaped homes, towns 
and roadsides. 
Tree Selection 

The morning program ended with 

discussion of trees and shrubs for 
community, roadside and _ public 
area beautification, with J. H. Bur- 


ton, J. H. Burton & Sons, Hyatts- 
ville, and Henry Hohman, Kings- 
ville Nurseries, Kingsville, as par- 


ticipants. 

J. H. Burton led off with the rec- 
ommendation that the association 
adopt a “Plant Maryland” program 
similar to the “Plant America” pro- 
gram of the American Association of 
Nurserymen. He called to the nurs- 
erymen’s attention the fine coopera- 
tion that the association developed 
with the old Washington Post in the 
nation’s capital several years ago, 
when a series of articles on home 
beautification appeared under the 
by-line of the Maryland Nursery- 
men’s Association. Mr. Burton also 
cited the urgent need for more and 
better plantings on highways. 


Tree Variety Recommended 


Henry Hohman, in continuing the 
discussion, felt that the nurserymen 
were letting many wonderful oppor- 
tunities pass them by in planting the 
ordinary trees and shrubs common 
in the trade at present. In proof of 
his contention, Mr. Hohman showed 
a series of colored slides of trees and 
shrubs singly and in groups 
which are suitable for homes, streets 
and highways under varying con- 
ditions. The utility companies, he 
related, are interested in purchasing 
trees that can be grown under or 
alongside their wires with no inter- 
ference to either, and a brochure has 
been published on this subject. Un- 
fortunately, few nurseries in the 
country are growing trees for such 
a purpose.

lative committee of the Maryland 
Nurserymen’s Association, reported 
that he is becoming more impressed 
with the varied knowledge required 
in the nursery business. It is neces- 
sary to keep on the alert for legisla- 
tion that might prove harmful to 
the industry. 

Mr. Gude cited a 1956 statute 
passed by the legislature in Mary- 
land calling for the assessment of 
farm lands at agricultural values 
rather than at those of the rapidly 
encroaching suburban sections. In 
1957, he continued, J. H. Small & 
Sons found that their nursery was 
being assessed at the rate of $500 
per acre, rather than at $80 per 
acre as for nearby farm lands. The 
matter was taken to court and the 
plaintiffs lost by a vote of two to 
one. The decision is now being ap- 
pealed. 

Trees for Maryland 


Carl Orndorff, J. H. Small & 
Sons, presented a report of his com- 
mittee’s work in formulating a list 
of the more desirable small and 
large trees for planting in Maryland. 
He circulated a list which, he said, 
was preliminary in scope and was 
prepared at the request of a large 
Maryland public utility and a coun- 
ty planning group from one of the 
state’s more heavily populated areas. 
The utility company, continued Mr. 
Orndorff, is planning to publish the 
completed list in a widely distributed 
booklet, at its expense. 

The county planning group has 
indicated a broader use of the list. 
Some of its principal problems in- 
clude sidewalk, water and sewer 
line damage by root systems and 
spraying, pruning, leaf collection and 
tree removal and replacement costs. 
Eventually, Mr. Orndorff noted, all 
these factors end up by appearing 
on tax and utility bills. 

In the business session that fol- 
lowed, a resolution by Gilbert Gude 
that financial support be given to 
J. H. Small & Sons in their tax as- 
sessment court appeal was passed. 
The meeting ended with the election 
of officers.

employees. If an employee is good, 
he will receive raises fast, he add- 
ed. Piecework payment has been 
used to advantage. Actually, he said, 
employees have been able to make 
more doing this type of labor. 


Training Plan 


All forms of literature from the 
government and the trade are ob- 
tained for the employees to read. A 
2-week training program was staged 
a year ago, a day being spent on each 
phase of operation, but this was a 
costly procedure, added Mr. Stout. 
On rainy days, a training movie will 
be shown to employees, who are kept 
in for an hour. About 30 per cent 
of the workers do not want to learn, 
Mr. Stout has found; the others will 
get an hour or two of training before 
going on a job. Mr. Stout added 
that he is thinking of providing em- 
ployee training for one or two hours 
a week the year around, except in 
spring. 

Mr. Steavenson, who was the next 
panel member to discuss the prob- 
lem, told of the profit-sharing re- 
tirement plan which his company 
has had in effect the past four 
years. It is paid for by the company, 
and benefits are paid to the employee 
only if he leaves his job or retires. 
The benefits are based on length of 
service. An employee who spends a 
long time with the company can 
build up a fair-sized estate, said Mr. 
Steavenson. He pointed out that it 
is necessary to have a corporation 
before such a plan can be put into 
effect. 

Turning to the subject of recruit- 
ing employees, Mr. Steavenson re- 
lated that his company has invited 
the classes in forestry and nursery 
management at the University of 
Missouri to visit the nursery each 
spring. It gives the students a chance 
to look over the nursery and affords 
an opportunity for the management 
to talk to the students. 

Summing up the discussion, Mr. 
Hunziker said he was glad to see 
that landscape nurserymen are final- 
ly taking cues from other industries. 
Quoting the words of Andrew Car- 
negie, he read, “Take away my fac- 
tories, my plants; take away my 
railroad, my ships, my transporta- 
tion; take away my money; strip me 
of all these, but leave me my men, 
and in two or three years I will have 
them all again.”

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space relation, he declared. The 
space which an object occupies is 
important, and the space remaining 
is just as important. There are two 
categories into which design should 
fit—symmetrical and unsymmetrical. 
Structural design, which includes 
everything that is not growing, 
should be useful first and beautiful 
next. 

Professor Quinlan believed that 
the average landscape architect does 
not know enough about plants, and, 
he added, landscape schools do not 
teach enough about planting design. 
He suggested to the nurserymen 
that they carry sketch pads with 
them and sketch various subjects. It 
will teach one about design, he stat- 
ed. The studying of painting and 
sculpturing will also teach design. 

In Kansas, said Professor Quinlan, 
he tells rural groups that trees 
properly placed and a lawn planted 
make 90 per cent of the planting. 
American elm, hackberry and soft 
maple are three trees he does not 
advocate for a yard. He added that 
selecting trees suited to the climate 
and soil is most important. The sky 
pattern formed by trees should also 
be considered. 

The concluding feature of the 
meeting was the showing of colored 
slides of landscape work recently 
completed.

an imported cultivated variety, be- 
cause of linguistic difficulties, may 
also be translated into the English 
language.” 

A motion was made and passed to 
adopt this revision. 

Postal Rates 

Informing the group on activities 
on the Washington scene, Dr. White 
stated that the postal rate increases 
are still up in the air. Politics will 
play a big part in the debate. A fac- 
tor in the passage will be whether 
the postal pay increase bill will be 
put through, and it appears, he add- 
ed, that it will. Another factor that 
will have a bearing is that railroads 


have asked for increased rates to 
carry the mail. This being an elec- 
tion year, Dr. White does not be- 


lieve the bill will be put through 
to increase first-class mail from 3 to 
4 cents. Nor does he believe the 
postal rate increases will have an 
effective date before January 1, 
1959. However, he advised the mail- 
order nurserymen to prepare for an 
increase.

Paper Demonstration 

Arousing considerable interest was 
the demonstration by George Sulli- 
van, H. P. Smith Co., Chicago, IIL., 
of a new polyethylene-coated kraft 
paper being manufactured by the 
West Virginia Pulp & Paper Co. 
This 40-pound paper, coated with 
me-half mil of polyethylene, com- 
bines a flexible paper with the flexi- 
ble polyethylene coating, thus giving 
ita greater strength. 

To demonstrate the durability of 
the new paper, he held an 11-pound 
bowling ball four inches above a 
regular sheet of 60-pound, 24-mil 
paper and dropped it, tearing the 
paper. When the new 40-pound 
paper was used in a similar test, the 
paper gave a little but did not tear. 
With the ball dropping from an 8- 
inch height, the new paper still did 
not tear apart. Mr. Sullivan per- 
formed the test on a 70-pound kraft 
crepe paper with 2-mil polyethylene 
coating, dropping the ball from a 
%inch height, and the paper split. 

The lower cost, lighter weight and 
flexibility of the new paper should be 
of interest to the nurserymen, he said. 
The paper, he added, will be tested 
by Dr. John Mahlstede, Iowa State 
College, Ames, and samples are avail- 
able to nurserymen on request. 

The final committee report was 
presented by George Rose, Henry 
Field Seed & Nursery Co., chairman 
of the research committee. He an- 
nounced that the board of directors 
has appropriated $500 for Dr. Mahl- 
stede to carry on research at Iowa 
State College for the N. M. O. N. A.
